Worid Jewry to Deliberate. 


THE sort of Palace Revolution which broke out last week: 
in connection with the Joint Foreign Committee and its handling 
of the German situation, has come to a speedy end. The pro- 
posal to supersede the Committee by an independent ad hoc 
body of notables has been dropped, and in its place a scheme 
has been devised on the lines we suggested last Friday, under 
which leading members of the Community will be co-opted on 
to the Committee. We also ventured to ask whether there was 
wny desperate need for hurrying reforms forward, and we are 
glad that the meeting of the Deputies, which was called for last 
Sunday, and at which it was intended to bring forward the fir: t 
scheme for adoption, was postponed for a week. It will be a 
matter for general satisfaction that things have turned out in 
this way. The plan for an influential new body, functioning 
freely side by side with the Deputies in a kind of Jewish 
diarchy, was a short-cut to communal chaos. It was also a 
flagrant usurpation of the rights of the general body of the 
Community, which could only have ended in a paralysis of all 
action and a serious setback to Anglo-Jewish interests. The 
understanding now arrived at saves us from these dangers, and 
definitely safeguards the principle of democratic government in 
Jewish affairs. There should and must be no doubt that the 
new Joint Foreign Committee is, like the old unenlarged one, a 
sub-committee of the Deputies, and that its actions are subject 
to their approval. Given that, its constitution should invest 
it with added power and promote the purpose of internal 
harmony. Let us add, as emphatically as we can, that, an 
arrangement having now been reached, the time has come to 
drop, once for all, the constant sniping at those at the head of 
our affairs. These attacks, besides being grossly unfair to the 
victims working under intense pressure, also distract their 
attention from more serious tasks, and so injure the very cause 
which it is sought to adyance. “Don’t talk to the man at the 
wheel!” is a well-known and useful admonition. ~ Don’t bully 
him!” seems to be an equally necessary injunction for some 
members of our impatient Community. Let us keep our 
weapons for the common enemy, and get on with the business ! 

This brings us to the resolution in favour of an official 
sponsorship of the Boycott, which is to be proposed at next 
Sunday's meeting of the Deputies. We venture to express the 
hepe that, in the interests of the harmony now re-established,

call boycott-minded, if they feel within themselves, as we trust 
they do, the urge to hold all German goods and services at arm's 
length, they will not need the stimulus of official sanction to 
act and organise. The Chinese were incensed against Japan, 
and boycotted Japanese products with deadly effect. But the 
Chinese Government, so far as our recollection goes, never blessed, 
let alone organised, the movement.

To suppose otherwise would be to assume that: they fail to 
understand the elementary necessities for such a gathering, if il 
is to have the requisite force and driving power. The question 
whether the deliberations are to ‘be private or public is one 
that it may be thought wisest to leave to the Conference itself. 
That the meeting should be wholly secret is quite unthinkable. 
Jews have nothing to conceal and much to cry into the ears 
of men. To what extent 
is a question which must be determined by the facts as 
when the gathering together. In

And let us go forward, a 
united band of brothers, to a task which demands of us all that 
we have to give in loyalty and means, and from which there 
can be no ceasing or resting till Freedom and Justice come into 
their own once more.

Lewis French. the late Director of Development in Palestine, and 
the observations thereon of the Jewish Agen y Executive, has come 
the announcement in Parliament of a forthcoming Palestine Loan 
of £2000,000 for the resettlement of displaced Arabs and the 
carrying out of a number of public works. An outcry has been 
raised in certain sections of the Press. which 1s ca'culated to Live 
the impression that British money is about to be flung “into 


the sands. The re’ is of (Oi) 


rse, no foundation for this alarm. 
It is true that the British Government propose to guarantee the 
loan but, as Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister told the House of Commons 
last week, the financial resources of Palestine are adequate to 
provide for the service of the loan and afford full sec urity for the 
capital sum required. In addition, there are, in fact, accumulated 
Treasury surpluses of over £1,000,000, or more than half the total 
of the intended issue. No serious attention need be paid, therefore, 
to the scares which have been raised in certain journals whose 
reaction to a proposal of the kind now contemplated can always be 
predicted with a large measure of certainty. Of far more importance 
are the questions raised by the loan and the French Reports in so 
far as Jewish interests are especially affected. So far as the 
ve settlement of Arabs displaced by Jewish colonisation is concerned, 
the exaggerated previous estimates of the Arabs so affected have now 
been reduced, by investigation, to some approximation to the true 
proportions. According to the Jewish Agency s observations, some 
500 grazters and cultivators have been displaced during the twelve 
vears since the establishment of the British Administration, as 
against Mr. French's forecast of one to two thousand. The Colonial 
Secretary puts the total at 889 families. If Arabs are to be settled 
on the land, then we are justified in asking that no less should be 


done for Jewish colonisation.

Indeed, only £250,000 is apparently to be 
allocated to land settlement, the remainder of the £2,000,000 being 
reserved for the other purpose mentioned. We would urge that this 
offers a fresh opportunity for the reconsideration of the Jewish share 
of employment on public works. The Prime Minister's letter to Dr. 
Weizmann laid it down that, in framing the Immigration Labour 
Schedule, theclaim of the Jews to employment on public worksshould 
be taken into account in accordance with their share in the public 
revenues. That is a promise which we have every right to demand 
that the Government should implement, and the arrangem2nt 
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now proposed, under which one-third of the sum spent on such 
works will be used for the employment of Jewish labour, scarcely 
measures up toit.

A Sort of a Pact. 


After having been regarded as dead, and then going through 
five successive reincarnations, the Four Power Pact has, at last, 
emerged definitely into life, and was solemnly blessed by the four 
Powers concerned, in Rome, on Saturday last. When this agree 
ment was first mooted, we were inclined to regard it almost hope 
fully, as something that would bring the Hitler State into ¢loser 
co-operation with the more civilised regimes, and especially with the 
Fascist regime of Mussolini. Events since then have robbed us of 
any expectation of that kind. Hitlerism has gone its foul and 
benighted way, and the Italian Duce would seem to have made no 
attempt to deflect its course. There are some who profess to see in 
the Pact a great fortification of European peace. We should welcome 
that advantage, if the vision of it were not blurred and misty. Ever, 
tyro knows that Peace—real and enduring Peace—depends on an 
agreed re-drawing of the European map. The Pact, at its birth, did 
contemplate a revision of the Peace. Treaties. But the very word 
“revision” has disappeared from it under the threats of the Little 
Entente. Meanwhile, under the very noses of the Pact negotiators 
the Nazis continue their provocative tactics against Austria, with 
the intention of forcing the Anschluss, to which both France and Italy 
object. One must be an incorrigible optimist indeed in these circum 
stances to see in the new agreement any fresh hopes for European 
peace. Nor are such possible so long as a one-time civilised countr , 
like Germany is, politically speaking, poised on its apex. Bluntly put 
Germany is at war with the Western World and at war at home 
Its external war springs from the complete irreconcilability of its 
methods—as exemplified this week by the atrocious glorification 0} 
the murderers of Rathenau-—with Western standards of justic 
liberty and decency. Its internal conflict is a war with million: 
of its own subjects, silenced but still there. The Concentration 
Camps have not yet given out their twenty thousand victims

At the same time the growing incompatibility between the Furor 
Teutoni-us and Western ideals-is aggravated by the unblushing 
preparations for war which continue, pacts or no pacts. Not only 
are the pacifists still interned, but stimulation of the war spirit goes 
on in the shape of terrifying but false air raid reports, clamour fo. 
an air fleet, bullying of Austria -and feverish war preparation. 
Germany,’ says a DAILY TELEGRAPH correspondent, “is preparing 
to re-arm—and is re-arming—with a concentrated purpose never 
before known ina European country in time of peace. While all other 
i idustries are languishing there is a boom in thoseconcerned with the 
material of war.’ The danger—familiar to students of history—is 
that the Nazi leaders will seek, in foreign adventure, respite from the 
internal troubles that are piling up in the Reich. Why, then, 
acclaim the Four Power Pact and indulge in day dreams without a 
semblance of realities? If we draw attention to these facts it is not 
because we do not fervently desire peace, but because we believe that 
self-delusion is the shortest and surest road to war. Instead of enter- 
ing into new Peace Pacts with an essentially militarist Government 
whose whole philosophy is based on force, let the Powers of Europe 
use the right which the League Covenant gives them to attempt, at 
any rate, to bring the Hitlerists to reason. Let them tell the Nazis 
that it is useless to negotiate for a better time while they prepare 
for war without, and wage it assiduously within, Let them, for once, 
cultivate a spirit of realism and get to grips with facts. The only 
way to Treaty revision, to international peace and European happi- 
n°ss lies in the moral disarmament of Germany and her restoration 
t» the family of civilised peoples, When that happens Peace Pacts 
may have some meaning.

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Monster Jewish Protest Demonstration 
PROCESSION OF OVER 50,000 


MILE-AND-A-HALF OF MARCHERS. 


A great Protest March was organised by the United Jewish 
Protest Committee yesterday as a demonstration against the perse- 
cution of German Jewry. The procession assembled at. Stepney 
Green, and the selected route of march was as follows: Whitechapel 
Road. Commercial Street, City Road, Pentonville Road, Euston Road, 
Seymour Street and Marble Arch. Three platforms were erected 
in Hyde Park for speakers to address the gathering, the speeches

The banners carried by the procession had been specially pre- 
pared with suitable inscriptions passed by the Committee, the 
members of which are leading the procession. Three bands had been 
secured and a large contingent of Jewish ex-Servicemen wearing 
war decorations were a prominent feature. 

In conjunction with this impressive demonstration nearly every 
Jewish shop in the East End. closed and exhibited in the windows 
the following notice: 

‘* National Jewish Day of Mourning and Protest. This establish- 
ment will be closed on July 20th as a mark of protest against 
Hitlerism. Join the Jewish Procession to Hyde Park.’’ 

Immediately prior to going to Press, yesterday morning; we 
received a telephone message from a JEWISH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative at Stepney Green, where the procession was assembling. 

Although, said THe JEWISH CHRONICLE man, an hour remains 
before the procession is due to move off, already thousands of Jews, 
young and old, are lined up. By the look of things I estimate that 
at least 50,000 will join in the march, and the procession will 
extend to about a mile-and-a-half. Despite the humid and showery 
weather, not by any means the most desirab!e for a long route. 
march, the demonstrators are in good spirits and are anticipating 
the great parade with determination and enthusiasm. 

Hundreds of banners are being carried. The leading banner 
borne by the organisers, the East End Protest Committee, bears the 
inscription : 

“Restore the Rights of Jews in Germany; Protect the World 
Against Hitlerism.” 

As lam speaking the weather is clearing up and, as if to cheer 
the procession, there is brilliant sunshine, 

THEY FOUGHT FOR ENGLAND. 

Six Thousand Jewish ex-Servicemen are on parade, wearing 
their war decorations, and many of them showing clearly the 
wounds they s*ceived in the Great War when fighting in the British 
Army—men with one arm, faces scarred and bearing testimony to 
the treatment of plastic surgery. The ex-soldiers’ banner declares 

“1914 we defended Freedom against the Huns; 1933 we must 
defend Jews afainst Hitler's atrocities.’ 


A large number of banners have reference to the Boycott. One 
of them reads: “Be Loyal to the Boycott and avoid German Goods,” 
Many Jewish women are participating in the great march. 

All Jewish shops are shut and the atmosphere of resolute and 
dignified unanimity throughout the area is deeply impressive.

Jewish Peace Society. 


A meeting of the Jewish Peace Society was held on Sunday at 
17. Kensington Palace Gardens (by invitation of Sir Charles and 
Lady Seligman). 

Sir MEYER SPIELMAN, Chairman of the Society, presided in the 
absence of Lord Rothschild who had to obey a Royal Command. Sir 
Meyer introduced Mr. Grahame White, M.P. as a very active member of 
the League of Nations Union and one who had taken a special interest in 
educational matters. 

Professor NORMAN BENTWICH said that if the Jewish people were to 
be an influence they must work strongly and determinedly for the two 
great principles of social justice within a state and international justice 
between states. 

Mr. H. GRAHAME WHITE, M.P., speaking on “The International 
Situation To-day,” referred to the grave danger to which the new move 
ment in Germany would lead the German people themselves and the 
world in general. It was quite clear that revolution in the spirit of 
nationalism was reinforced by a crude racialismi and a policy of treatins 
minorities with cruelty. There could be no place in the comity of nations 
for a country which was maintaining a system of that kind. This treat 
It was a serious thing for 
the whole of Mankind. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Jewish Peace Society was arranging 
competitions among children with prizes attached as they wanted to 
educate them in a love of peace and a hatred of war. 

The CHIEF RABBI said that the thoughtful and remarkable address of 
Mr. White would be helpful to allofthem. The League of Nations should 
have sanctions which would enable decisions of the League to be enforced. 
There should be more research into the possibility, practicability and 
feasibility of the League having sanctions. The English public had not 
given that question the attention that other countries had given to it. 

Dayan Dr. A. Feldman proposed a vote of thanks to the speakers. A 
similar vote was accorded to Sir Charles and Lady Seligman for their 
hospitality by the Chairman.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The Oxford Movement— 
and Ourselves. 


A WEEK ago last Sunday, I was one of the vast gathering that 

assembled in the Albert Hall to pray for divine help for 
German Jewry. It was a memorable occasion, unique in our 
Anglo-Jewish story, but strangely and dramatically eloquent of the 
Jewish struggle that dies down only to surge upwards again with 
redoubled fierceness. If anyone was tempted to reflect again on 
the why and the whither of our peculiar destiny. it was only natural 
amid the moving scenes on that unforgettable afternoon! On the 
following day, a very different gathering took possession of the Hall. 
Jews and their woes gave place to the English Church exultant—- 
exultant, but reverential. The Anglo-Catholic Congress had met to 


celebrate the centenary of the Oxford Movement, whose child it 
is. It came together to give thanks for past achievement _ 
and consecrate itself afresh to new work. Is it not possibie 


that these celebrations have some word of instruction and perhaps 
encouragement for us Jews too? 
famous Oxford Movement. 


Let us recall the origin of this 
It took birth a hundred vears ago, in a 


sermon by John Keble on National Apostasy, preached in St. Mary's | 


Church, Oxford. It attracted to itself some of the finest and ablest 
men of that time—Newman, Pusey and Froude. the brother of the 
historian—who, as Fellows of Oriel College, Oxford, gave to the 
Movement the name by which it has gone down to history. These 
rare spirits worked through the dissemination of ~ Tracts for the 
Times,” of which Newman was the Editor. They encountered 
storms of opposition. The Vice-Chancellor and Heads of Houses at 
Oxford formally censured the celebrated Tract No. 90, written by 
Newman. But the Tractarians went on with their work for ten vears; 
and the Movement bas gone on since, leaving an indelible mark on 
the life of the Church. In tendency it was Catholic. Newman, who was 
a great logician, eventually found salvation in Rome. But, despite al! 
the controversies it aroused, there are few, judging by the eulogies 


that have studded the Press this last week or two, who deny its 
beneficent effect upon the Anglican Church. What was in the 


mind of the founders of the Movement, and what was it they sought 
todo? They looked upon the Church, and beheld it palsied, sunk 
in stagnation, content with the perfunctory discharge of formal 
duties. They set about to redeem it from decay, to quicken its 
life, and, by the power of their appeal and their tireless labour, they 
communicated an impulse which has survived to this day. 


HE story may well give English Jews something to think about, 
The Synagogue, too, is in the grip of decay. Our own religious 
centres present an air of dull acquiescence and perfunctory routine. 
There is no inspiration. It is the day of small things and, despite a 
stirring here and a movement there, the masses slip away in 
increasing numbers, and our religious leaders seem to lack the 
power to call the wanderers back. Week after week, the cries go 
up of Religion Classes in financial distress, but however mournful 
and even piercing they awaken only a poor response. And our 
workers and leaders go plodding along their several paths, sunk in 
the rut of deficits and appeals, pleased with such extensions of their 
work as they may effect, but only half-conscious, seemingly, of the 
widespread conditions and tendencies that will sooner or later, and 
with dead inevitability, bring their labours to nought. How many 
congregants, I wonder, are likely to be found, fifty years hence, in 
the synagogues which the United Synagogue is busily building in 
outer London? How many, I! repeat—with thousands of Jewish 
children growing up around it devoid of religious teaching. There 
is a fatuousness about it all which must strike alarm into the 


sturdiest hearts! 
WE read of the wonderful work of the Movement in the turning 
out of a fully trained clergy——work carried on in the Univer- 
sities and a whole string of Colleges—but our own single College 
must needs talk of paring teachers’ salaries in order to be able to 
meet its expenses. There is no lack, we are told, of young men of 
the finest type desiring ordination, and large numbers of those who 
cannot afford the full cost of their training are assisted by a fund 
which has spent £50,000 on this cause in the last ten years. * Tracts 
are still poured out in profusion—published by the million, and 
distributed everywhere. We Jews once took in this way to the 
written word, but the effort has long been forgotten. One could 
go on cataloguing the activities of the latter-day children of the 
Oxford Movement, but cui bono? They spring from a great 
impulse, and that impulse our Community seems incapable 
of imparting. It might be given if our ablest and most earnest 
men and women would be content to forget their societies for a 
little and come together to think, to survey the broad situation, to 
invite large ideas from thinkers. In such an assemblage some new 
inspiration might be struck, and in its counsels, enriched by 
imagination and stimulated by well-grounded anxieties, who knows 


but that some day a Jewish leader might be born with the poetry. 
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and pathos and eloquence and magnetism of the great Dr. Newman 
himself, of whom Gladstone wrote that “without ostentation or 
effort but by simple excellence, he was continually drawing 
undergraduates more and more around him”? tl believe that 
prophecy is not dead in Israel, and I would not admit that a 
prophet may not arise one day even on the seemingly sterile 
soil of English Jewry. On the contrary, I meet, every week, young 
men and women, of idealism and vision and earnestness, longing to 
speak and to do, but there is no direction, 
stimulus they would be

Well-Attended Conference. 


“The Boycott Our Only Weapon.” 


RELIEF DISCRIMLNATION BETWEEN JEW AND JEW. 

A largely attended Conference of the Federation of Polish Jews 
in Great Britain was held on Sunday in the Rose Hertz Hall of the 
Communal Centre, with the object of strengthening the Federation 
in face of the situation which has arisen in Germany. 

The Hon. President, Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW, after expressing regret at 
the absence, through illness, of Mr. L. Pilichowski, the Federation's Chair. 
man, accorded a welcome to the Polish Ambassador. The Polish 
Republic, he said, was as liberal and hospitable as it was possible to be 
in the present circumstances, and he would like to give expression 
on that occasion to the appreciation of the Jewish people of the 
attitude of the Polish Government tothe Jews. There were in Poland at 
present a number of Jewish refugees from Germany and the Jewish 
Community in Wa:saw was very busy helping them. Their business, 
urged Mr. Sokolow, should be to take as much care as possible 
of the Polish Jews who had suffered as a result of the persecution. 
But, he also urged, they should not make any distinction between 
sufferers—-whether they were born in Germany or on the other 
side. He would go so far as to say that non-Jews should also be 
helped who had suffered from these persecutions-—and there were 
a number of non-Jews who had suffered solely because they were friends 
of the Jews. Mr. Sokolow said that the German Jews could be helped by 
the intervention of other Governments. Did not the British Govern 
ment, he asked, intervene in the case of the Armenian massacres’ He 
did not think the Boycott was an effective weapon. 

The Secretary of the Federation, Mr. MARCUs LIPTON, read a number 
of messages including one from Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Pilichowski and 
Mr. Louis Golding, wishing the Conference success, 

Mr. JOHN DORF, speaking in Polish, said it was the first time that an 
Ambassador of the Polish Republic had taken part in a Polish-Jewish 
Conference. 

The POLISH AMBASSADOR, in returning thanks for the weleome, said 
there was, perhaps, bo other nation which had passed through such tragic 
experiences as had the Poles. They had not only never expelled Jews 
from their country, but they had not shut the doors of their house: and 
the gates of Poland remained always open. He could assure them that 
so far as the Polish Government were concerned they were keen to see the 
Jewish population in Poland as prospero 


iS as every other section of 
the Community. 


Jews’ Ancient Friendship for Poland. 


RABBI said that for centuries Poland had no more leoval

HE Federation of Jewish Relief Organisa- 
tions is now opening a Special Fund for the 
relief of the Jewish refugees from Germany

This campaign was actually inaugurated at 
the end of April, but was suspended as soon as it 
was known that a Central British Fund had been 
established, as the Federation was anxious to

The Central Fund has now informed the 
Federation that it can only deal with German 
Jews, and those who have made Germany their 
home, and that the relief of the refugees in Poland 
does not come within the terms of its trust. The 
Central Fund considers, therefore, it would be in 
the best interests of all concerned if the Federation 
carried out its own Special Campaign on behalt 
of these sufferers. 


The call is thus made to every Jew in the 
British Empire to- come to the aid of our 
martyred brethren who are fleeing to Poland. 
Already there are thousands of these sufferers,

| Deprivation of Property and Citizenship 


JEWS BARRED FROM ALL ACTIVITIES — 


RAIDS ON ZIONIST ORGANISATIONS 


NEW ASSAULT ON JEWISH WORKERS. 
THE ONLY PROSPECT STARVATION. 


A drastic new law enables the Government to cancel citizenship 
acquired between September 11th, 1918, and January 30th, 1933. This 
will chiefly affect the East European Jews, estimated at 10,000. 
Most of them are of Russian, Polish or Rumanian origin, and would 
be rendered staatenios if the countries in which they were born 
iefused to restore the citizenship they have renounced. The decree 
also applies to their wives and children. Similarly, Germans who 
iefuse to return to their native country when called upon may be 
ceprived of their citizenship and their property confiscated. German 
(itizens who have migrated to the Saar region since January last 
:re apecitically mentioned as falling under this measure. Many 
Hetugees are liable to have their banking accounts, which they were 
not allowed to withdraw, and their immovable property seized if 
they do not return when their exit visas expire. The law further 
empowers the Government to de-naturalise German citizens living 
ubroad “if, by their attitude, they injure German interests.” 

The promulgation of the new law has been followed by the 
“ppearance of articles in a number of papers alleging that Jewish 
refugees are engaged in anti-Nazi activities and apparently aimed at 

ustifying any attempt to confiscate the emigrants’ property. “ What 
our emigrants do in Paris,” is the heading of a long front page 
article in the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER running to five columns, 
describing the activities of the Jewish relief committees in Paris. 
und alleging that refugees there issue anti-German publications, 
organise protest meetings against Germany and spread atrocity 
propaganda, They are also charged with smuggling their goods out 
of Germany and underselling them in Paris. The LOKAL ANZEIGER 
follows with the charge that the. Jews are the chief instigators 
ogainst Germany in the United States. 


Trade Unions Closed to Non-Ayrans. 

A new order has been issued carrving further the decree of 
July Ist; excluding all Jews from labour unions by requiring all 
non-Jewish applicants for membership of the reorganised labour 
unions, or transfer from the old unions, to sign the following 
declaration: “I declare that I am of Aryan descent, and that none 
of my parents or grandparents was of Jewish or non-Aryan stock.” 

A new decree defines the qualification “front fighter,” which 
permits Jewish lawyers to continue in practice. This indulgence is 
to be enjoyed only by Jews * who have taken part in battle-with the 
fighting troops. 

The name of Dr. Ludwig Hollaender, Director of the Central 
(nion of German Citizens of Jewish Faith, is included in a new 
‘ist of 212 notaries who will not be permitted to continue their 
»ractice. The previous list included the name of the President of 
the Central Union, Dr. Julius Brodnitz. Further lists are to follow. 
Hv, Hollaender was the author, before Hitler's advent to power, of a 
public challenge to the editors of the chief Hitlerist paper, the 
VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, to prosecute him so that court proceed- 
ings could give him an opportunity of unmasking anti-Semitic lies. 

As a result of the decision of the authorities to prohibit Jewish 
doctors from owning even private clinics, sixty-nine private Jewish 
clinies will have to close down in Berlin alone. 

The Berlin Municipality has prohibited all Jews from owning 
stalls in the municipal markets. The action of the Municipality is 
*% severe blow to large numbers of poor Jews, and it is feared that 
this action will be repeated all over Germany. 

About thirty Jewish merchants, who had arrived in Erfurt to 
attend the local fair, have been detained by the authorities on the 
plea that the non-Jewish population of the city objected to their 


presence. The Jewish merchants have now been released, but with 
orders not to attend the fair. 


Fighting the Glimmer of Sympathy with Jews. 

The Nazi authorities at Gollhofen and Oberichelsheim in Western 
Davaria have passed a decree prohibiting all the farmers and 
peasants from having business relations with Jews. Should anyone 
flout this decree, he will be officially classified as a“ traitor.” 

Despite all orders against local Nazi action unauthorised by the 
central authorities, the anti-Jewish boycott in Dortmund is growing 
more acpte, The Nazis having discovered that many non-Jews 


opposed to the anti-Jewish campaign continue to trade with Jews by 
letter or telephone, they have organised a spy system to trace the 
“culprits.” As a result, the Nazi organ, the DORTMUNDER ANZEIGER 
has already published the first list of Germans who have secre! 
trading relations with Jews, and the offenders have been threatened 
with severe measures. 

The following handbills are being distributed in Cologne: ~ I 
you wish to keep your conscience clean, don't buy from Jews. You 
will be filmed and your picture published.” 

A cireular has been sent to all non-Jewish lawyers of Diisseldorf 
urging them to inform against persons employing Jewish lawyers. 
It reads: 

To all Arvan lawyers,—It is intended to investigate precisely what persons 
are still employing Jewish lawyers. Every non-Jewish lawyer must carefully 
note in which of his affairs the other side is represented by Jewish lawyers 
The investigation must be done not only in purely litigious business but als 
in financial and other non-contentions affairs.

The Union of Dramatic Writers in Germany has excluded a!! 
its Jewish members, including Lion Feuchtwanger, Emil Ludwig 
and Arnold Zweig. As all theatres and film companies are bound t 
use only the works of members of the Union of Dramatic Writers 
the exclusion of the Jews from the Union completely eliminates the 
works of Jewish writers from the German stage and cinemas. 

The Stage Employment Office has semi-officially announced tha! 
it may arrange film engagements only for persons of Aryan origin, 
The rule applies to managers, producers, authors, composers, photo 
graphers, architects and conductors, as wellas to actors. Applicants 
for positions must furnish birth certificates of their parents, showing 
their grandparents’ religion.

Nazification of Jewish Firms. 

The Leonhard Tietz Company, which has scores of huge 
chain stores in Western Germany and a capital of twenty-three 
million marks, will henceforth be known no longer by the name o! 
its Jewish founder, the late Leonhard Tietz, but as the “ West 
Deutsches Kaufhaus (late Tietz)... No member of the Tietz family 
has been elected to the administration, but Dr. Alfred Tietz has been 
appointed, in conjunction with a number of Nazi officials, as a 
member of the Advisory Board. The Hermann Tietz Company. 
which owns nineteen branches, ten of which are in Berlin, ani 
which employs 15,000 persons, is to be “ reorganised" under Naz: 
control. The undertaking will be transformed into a Limited 
Liability Company, and an advance of £1,000,000 is to be made by) 
Government controlled banks. 

Reports of the insolvency of the great Jewish publishing house 
of Rudolf Mosse have now been officially confirmed. This firm 
publishes, among other papers, the BERLINER TAGEBLATT, the 
BERLINER VOLKSZEITUNG, and the AcHT-UHR ABENDBLATT. The 
announcement states that the assets of the firm far exceed its 
liabilities, and that if the creditors will agree to a postponement of 
payment they will ultimately be satisfied in full. Application has 
been made to the Bankruptcy Court for a judicial composition with 
the creditors. It is indicated that Herr Mosse’s private fortune will 
be called upon for this purpo3e. 

A ludicrous situation occurred at the recent meeting of the All- 
German Association of the Metal-Ware Industry, the Executive 
Committee of which had been “ purged” of Jews, when the new 
Executive, meeting for the first time, found itself without any out- 
standing experts. They thereupon at once decided to meet the 
situation by creating a special Advisory Committee of six members, 
and appointed six Jews as members: Paul Friedmann, Director 
of the Suss and Friedmann Metal Company; Karl Goldberg, of the 
Levy Stern Company; Mend! Hoffmann, of the Ore and Metal Hirsch 
Company; Dr. M. Lissauer, of the Lissauer Company ; Adolf Schoyer, 
of the Schoyer Company; and Ludwig Stern, of the Oskar Beier 
Company of Frankfort. 


Complete Ostracisation of Jews. | 
The Aryan clause will not be introduced into the reorganised 
Evangelical Church, declares a semi-official announcement, ‘and 
members of Jewish origin will not be expelled, “as the Evangelical 
Church is not a State Church.” However, the announcement has a 
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sting in its tail. “This does not exclude the combating of alien 
influences,’ it concludes, “especially inside the leadership of the 
Church.” This appears to mean that men of Jewish origin will in 
future be excluded from the Evangelical ministry. 

The Association of Blind Students of Germany has sent out to 
its members the agenda for the tenth Conference of the Association. 
One of the items on the agenda is the introduction of the Arvan 
Paragraph in the Constitution of the Association. 

Persons having a Jewish grandparent have been banned from 
membership of chess clubs unless they can show evidence of War 
service. Among German-Jewish chess players are such celebrities 
as Bogoljubow, Spielmann and Mieses. It will be remembered that 
Germany sent no team tothe recent International Chess Tournament 
at Folkestone. 

The German Life Saving Organisation has decided to make its 
membership judenrein. 

The following notice was posted up in the Diisseldorf Academy 
of Art and in Diisseldorf hospitals: “ Non-Aryan students may not 
take their places until all Aryan students are seated.” Similar 
notices appeared in the Universities of Berlin and Bonn. In Bonn. 
Jewish students are told that they must stand in the tramcars should 
Christian students be unable to find a place. 

The Department for Racial Problems opened in Frankfort, under 
the direction of Dr, Fischer-Defoy, is working with great zeal. The 
Department will provide every approved child in the city with, a 
document proving its Aryan descent. At a later stage the Depart- 
ment hopes to provide all the inhabitants of the city of whose 
Aryan “purity” they are satisfied, with such documents. Next 
winter the Department is to organise an Exhibition devoted to the 
racial problem. 

The principal Hitlerist organ, the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER. 
has opened a campaign in favour of the purification of the German 
language. Above all, the Nazi organ demands that no Jewish 
expressions and words should be used in the German language. 

[t is officially stated in Darmstadt that notwithstanding all 
previous decisions, Jewish children and the children of Seventh 
Day Adventists will have to attend school and take part in school 
work on Saturdays. 

The admission of Jews to the public baths in Gleiwitz, Upper 
Silesia, has been prohibited, despite the promises made by the 
German delegation in Geneva to the Council of the League of 
Nations regarding the status of Jews in Upper Silesia. i 

The authorities have renamed the Einstein Physical Institute 
im Potsdam, where Professor Einstein did much research during the 
last few years, the Institute of Solar Physics. The Aryan assistant 
of the Professor, Dr. E. Freundlich, now replaces him as head of the 
Institute. A motor-boat belonging to Professor Einstein, which has 
' been lying at Caputh, near Potsdam, where he had his residence, has 
been confiscated. It is stated to be worth 25,000 marks (£1,250 
at par), 


Zionists Attacked. 

The secret police are reported to have raided a private apart- 
ment in the Kuxhavenerstrasse, Berlin, during a Zionist meeting 
and arrested the chairman, vice-chairman and several speakers. The 
raid was made on the ground that permission to hold the meeting 
had not been obtained. There are persistent reports that the 
funds of the Keren Hayesod in Germany have been seized by the 
Government. 

The police have raided another Zionist gathering in Berlin and 
arrested the Chairman, Herr Rosenzweig, and the lecturer, Dr. S. 
Lewin. The Zionist leaders are trving hard to secure their release, 
but the authorities threaten to expel Dr. Lewin to Poland as a 
Polish citizen. ; 

The police have raided the head oftice of the Hechalutz Organi- 
sation in Berlin and have seized many letters and documents. No 
arrests, however, were made. 

The Government has ordered the banks not to honour the 
applications of the Jewish Relief Organisations for the withdrawal 
of any part of their funds until further notice. 

Rabbi Dr, Prince, who was recently arrested at a Zionist meeting 
in Berlin and released, has again been arrested. 

Of the thirty Jewish doctors recently arrested on the premises 
of the Jewish Medical Advisory Office, all but one, it is reported, 
have been released from custody. 

The seizure by Nazi youths of a boarding school for Jewish 
girls is reported from Potsdam. The school which belonged to a 
member of the banking family of Mendelsohns has now been 
converted into a school for leaders of the young Hitler movement, 


Mass Expulsions. 

About 180 families of Ostjuden have received orders to leave 
Germany. Most of them are Polish Jews, and the Polish Consulate 
has made every effort to have their expulsion from Germany 
cancelled, but with no success. 

The Supreme Executive for Jewish Relief in Germany announces 
a plan to enable 5,000 Jews to emigrate to Palestine and thousands 
to other countries. 

Isaac Koprowski, a Polish subject living in Germany, has been 
deported, the Polish Telegraphic Agency reports, for having sub- 
scribed to Jewish newspapers from Poland, which the Court found 
“ tantamount to supporting the atrocity propaganda abroad.” 

Mark Abramovich, a staatenlos University professor, resident in 
Germany for the past fifteen years, has been sentenced to two 
months’ imprisonment for having failed to renew his permit. 
Abramovitch explained to the Court that he had been lying ill and 
had not been able to renew it. The Court decided that, in view of the 
explanation, it would impose the mildest penalty allowed bylaw. It 
could not overlook the offence entirely “as people with documents 
not fully in order could not be tolerated any longer in Germany.’ 

The Dutch Consul in Cologne has made representations on 
behalf of a Jewish family named Baruch, of Miinstereifel, near 
Cologne, who were accused of selling bad meat. The Nazi papers, 
seizing the opportunity, placarded the whole village to the effect 
that the “Jewish Pig” had sold stinking meat, and the shop was 
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closed by the police.

Continued Brutalities. 

A savage attack on the Baruch brothers, well-known in German 
boxing circles, is reported from Kreuznach by Het VOLK, of 
Amsterdam. Their house was invaded by a large number of S.A. 
men, andalthough they defended themselves vigorously they were 
eventually overpowered. Julius Baruch was savagely beaten, 
receiving wounds in the arms and head. Hermann Baruch was 
beaten with truncheons. The invaders also attacked their sister 
and mother. The furniture was smashed to matchwood. 

Robert Morlitz. a Jewish netor, who had been dismissed from 
his post at the Wireless Station by the Nazi authorities, has 
committed suicide in Breslau. 

A memorial tablet was unveiled this week for the murderers 
of Walther Rathenau, German Foreign Minister, in 1922. The 
murderers shot themselves to escape capture. 

The DruTscHE ZEITUNG, a Nationalist newspaper controlled 
by Dr. Hugenberg, was suspended for three months by personal 
order of Captain Goering and the responsible person ordered to a 
concentration camp for declaring in a review that General Balbo, 
the Italian Air Minister, was said to be a baptised Jew. The object 
of this “calumny,” the official report states, was to undermine the 
Italo-German friendship. The suspension has since been revoked 
following an apology from the staff and a repudiation of the state- 
ment. The Chief Editor has been removed from his post, but not 
interned. 

The German Geographical Society has awarded the Richthofen 
Gold Medal to Professor Alfred Philippson, of Bonn. This is the 
highest honour that can be conferred upon a geographer in Germany. 
The medal has been awarded only twice previously—to Dr. Sven 
Hedin and to M. Drigalsky. Dr. Philippson is the youngest son 
of Rabbi Dr. Ludwig Philippson; one of the pioneers of Jewish 
emancipation in Germany. 

The Government has finally instructed the Upper Silesian 
authorities to reinstate the Jewish doctors recently dismissed from 
the Sick Benefit Funds in Upper Silésia. This order is the sequel 
to the pledge made by the German delegation to the Council of the 
League of Nations during the discussion on the Bernhein petition, 
and to the representations made to the Prussian Government by a 
Jewish delegation from Upper Silesia. 

Germany's foreign trade returns for June for the first time 
clearly reflect the international boycott. As compared with May 
exports fell off by £2,400,000 and imports increased by £1,530,000. 
The excess of sales over purchases fell from £5,930,000 to £1,980,000, 
It is significant that the drop in exports nearly all took place in the 
department of finished goods. 


LIFE IN THE DACHAU CAMP. 


Jewish Refugee's Experiences. 


A Thrilling Escape. 


Life in the notorious Dachau concentration camp is described 
by a Jewish refugee of Munich, who, after being transferred to the 
Augsburg camp, managed to make his escape. The following is his 
statement : 

Towards the end of April, | was called by the police and cross- 
examined. A second summons followed, and | found that my house 
had been searched. [ was charged on the strength of an empty 
envelope from the People’s House in Brussels and a letter to a 
distant relative of a murdered Social Democrat, with international 
enemy connections. They tried to make me sign a distorted state- 
ment. and when I refused they threatened me with rubber 
truncheons. As I kept on refusing, the police officer sneeringly said 
that it did not matter and that he would place me under ~ preventive 
arrest.” [I was taken to the Stadelheimer prison and transported 
early next morning, with others, to Dachau, under 5.A, escort. 
When we got there they drove us like cattle into a large barracks, 
and we were beaten with truncheons. 

The barracks were divided into “ halls,” occupied by 60-80 men, 
and “rooms.” with fewer. The equipment was primitive, the only 
furniture was plank-beds with straw. Prisoners over sixty had the 
privilege of an extra siraw-sack. This is how our days were 
divided (as far as I was concerned). A horn was blown at about 5 a.m. 
We had to get up and remove the straw-sacks, then we had a quick 
wash in a trough in the courtyard—we had one towel between us— 
and waited for breakfast behind locked doors (usually about 8 a.m.) 
I say nothing of the quality of the food. Sometimes there was not 
even bread. Next we had to clean our room. This finished the 
the morning's activity, except for the walk, the best event of the 
day. The walk was only round our own barrack and then we were 
locked in again to wait for dinner. This was a fluid called soup and 
some evil-smelling vegetable stew. I never saw meat. 

The afternoon was spent in low-voiced conversation, as we 
exchanged our experiences. Some of us who were specially qualified 
were allowed to work outside as carpenters, shoemakers and so on, 
under strict supervision, The rest of us had to pass the endless 
hours in brooding over the hopelessness of flight. During my four 
weeks’ stay, no responsible official or officer ever came to inspect 
and we were entirely at the mercy of the S.A. men, The camp is 
surrounded by a wooden fence, and beyond that a barbed-wire fence. 
A double chain of S.A. men marched in between at short intervals. 
Flight was unthinkable. 


Hunger and Monotony. 


For supper we had the black fluid again. Sometimes even that 
was absent and we had to go to bed hungry. One day I was called 
and sent to another room occupied only by Jews. Most of them

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were small shopkeepers or employers of Munich, with families, 
absolutely ignorant of any offence. The low moaning and_ the 
misery of them all was enough to drive them mad. When we 
managed to bribe an S.A. man to smuggle in a few cigarettes or 
soap or a paper it was like a holiday, and we shared everything. 
Once we got some food and thirty marks into the camp. The S.A. 
man took ten marks commission. So days and weeks passed in 
ghastly monotony. 

One morning, at four oclock, | was summoned to collect my 
things (a hat and coat). I prepared for the worst. With many 
others I was put in a lorry and raced off to the Augsburg Camp. It 
was much smaller than Dachau, and in better condition. The food 
was better, too. Otherwise the days passed just the same. At 
last. I was called to the Commander, Major Schleiss, who 
asked me if I knew French and Italian. When I said yes, he 
roughly informed me that I was to be taken to his house 
next day to teach his two children. My situation was much 
improved. I must say that his wife was very good to me. After a 
time I had so won his contidence that he let me go to my lessons 
with a pass instead of an S.A. escort; and this made me think of 
flight. Fortunately, there was a Whitsun excursion of the family 
to Ingolstadt. Although I knew the children had gone, I pretended 
to go toteach them. I got to the major’s houSe and, when the coast 
was clear, | made forthe country. After I had walked for two or 
three hours I collapsed. I woke up in a ditchand went on. I came 
across a motorist making repairs by the road. I told him I wasa 
Whitsun rambler, and asked for a lift. He was going towards 
Saxony. Towards evening we passed Cham, near the Czech 
frontier, and I got down. I got permission to sleep the night ina 
carpenters workshop. Early next morning I went on towards the 
frontier town of Furt. As I came near, I pretended I was a 
cigarette smuggler and the country folk willingly shqwed me a 
forest path used by my ~ colleagues.” I meta number of trippers. 
I went on and on at random, and only after five hours did I trust 
myself to go into a village. To my joy, I heard them speak Czech. 

I. soon came to the town of Domaslice Taus. tortured 
with hunger and thirst, and all | had was twenty-five pfennigs. I 
epent the night in a little inn, and as 1 could not pay my bill, I left 
my eoat. lL was absolutely desperate and pried a gold crown off 
one of my teeth. With the money I got I paid for a night's lodging 
and tried to get a ticket to Pilsen with the rest, but as there was not 
enough I had to get out two stations before and walk. When 1 got 
there the community helped me and I went on to Marienbad. 


The ARBEITER ZEITUNG, of Vienna, reports that the Nazi, Gustav 
Rieger, who is wanted by the Austrian police because of his alleged 
participation in the bomb attack on a Jewish jeweller’s shop in Vienna 
four weeks. ago, has written to his friends in Austria that he is now 
employed as a guard in the Dachau canip. According to the Munich 
Press, forty-one deaths of prisoners have occurred at Dachau up to July 
12th, most of them Jews. The camp was opened in April. One of the 
victims was Dr. Spiegel, who was shot last week. Two more Jewish 
lawyers, Oskar Strauss and Wilhelm Aron, the: Vienna ALLGEMEINE 
ZEITUNG states, have since been killed. 


Ambassador's Denial. 


No “ Definite Instructions.” 

Mr. William Dodd, the new American Ambassador to Germany, 
speaking to a Jewish press representative in Hamburg before 
leaving for Berlin, emphasised the fact that he had no definite 
instructions for intervening on behalf of German Jewry. Hf he had 
had such instructions from the President. he declared, he would not 
in any case announce them now, as they would thus. lose in the 
desired intensity. He stated further that intervention at the pre- 
sent stage might be harmful for the Jews. Should acts of cruelty 
arise, however, America, like all the civilised world, could not 
silently look on. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that Mr. Dodd issued a 
similar denial on receiving Press representatives in Berlin. 


League of Nations and Expelled Jews. 
To be Asked to Extend Nansen System. 


The American Jewish Congress, at a special meeting called to 
discuss the Expulsion of East European Jews from Breslau, has 
decided to make representations to the League of Nations to extend 
the Nansen passport system to apply to Jews expelled from Germany 
and unable to get visas to enter other lands. Rabbi Stephen Wise, 
now in Europe, and Mr. Bernard Deutsch, who will shortly proceed 
io Kurope, have been commissioned to proceed to Geneva to make 
representations to the League through the proper channels. 

Special international passports for Jewish exiles may be proposed at 
the League of Nations Assembly in September, either by Poland or 
Czechoslovakia. These passports would be similar to the ‘‘ Nansen” 
passports furnished by the League to persons who have lost their 
nationality or country. 

In spite of the restrictions placed in the Argentine on immigration,

France and the Refugees. 


State Recognition for Central Committee. 


In order to co-ordinate the work in aid of German Jewish 
refugees in France and avoid representations to the French Govern- 
ment from various Committees, the French Jewish leaders have 
organised a Central Committee in Aid of the Refugees in France. 
The new Central Committee has been recognised by the French 
Ministry of the Interior as the official body for dealing 


with the problem, The Ministry bas also placed at_its disposal 
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a Government building in the outskirts of the city. The new 
Central Committee is headed by Baron Edmond de Rothschild, 
Baron Robert de Rothschild, ex-Premier Painlevé, ex-Minister 
Giodart, Chief Rabbi Israel Lévi and Professor Sylvain Levi (the 
President ef the AHiance Israelite). 

On an average, about eighty Jewish refugees continue to arrive 
daily, and the Jewish Aid Committee has to spend about 25,000 francs 
daily in supporting necessitous cases. The resources of the Com. 
mittee are now almost exhausted, and the possibilities of settling 
more than a small number of the refugees in France are very remote. 
At the same time the Committee continues to receive appeals from 
many groups of Jews in Germany for help. A Conference of Jewish 
leaders of various countries, recently considering the position of 
the refugees, has decided that for the time being the various Jewish 
Committees must try to retain the refugees in their own countries 
and await the creation of possibilities for emigration to new homes, 


A Refugee Colony in North Australia ? 


Local Jewish Opinion Not Enthusiastic. 


Proposals for the establishment of a Jewish refugee colony in 
Northern Australia are receiving the attention of the Federal 
Government. Sir George Pearce, the Australian Minister for 
Defence, announcing the plans for the development of the Territory, 
has declared that the scheme is all-comprehensive, and that there 
is no reason why all who are interested should not have the oppor. 
tunity of taking advantage of it. 

Local Jewish opinion is not enthusiastic about the scheme, 
however, because of the remoteness of Northern Australia and its 
difficult climatic conditions. 

The Northern Territory (North Australia and Central Australia) 
has an area of 523,000 square miles, and is situated in the centre of 
the Australian Commonwealth, bounded on the east by Queensland, 
on the west by Western Australia, and on the south by South 
Australia. The southern part is generally sandy with small rain- 
fall, but can be watered by means of sub-artesian bores. The 
climate is tropical, but varies considerably, over the whole. The 
proximity of the seain the north keeps it fairly equable in the coastal 
region but further south the climate is continental, showing great 
variation between the hottest and coldest months. The Territory 
possesses rivers and several good harbours, the _ principal 
being Port Darwin. The greater part of the inter:or consists of a 
tableland rising gradually from the coast to a height of about 1,700 
feet, with large areas of excellent pasturage. | 

The population of the Territory in 1928 was only 3,714, exclud- 
ing aborigenes, who are estimated to number about 20,000, The 
soils of the Territory differ greatly, but most products suitable to 
the tropical and semi-tropical zones can be grown. At present, how- 
ever, agriculture is insignificant. The Territory, according to the 
Statesman’s Year Book, is rich in mineral resources, though these 
ibe very little developed, It produces gold bullion and tin-ore in 
considerable quantities. 


Anti-Semitic Verdict in the Saar. 


Judge's Scandalous Action. 

The Court at Saarbruecken has acquitted a proprietor of a Nazi 
hook-store, on a charge of spreading anti-Semitic literature, on the 
grounds that the anti-Semitic publications displayed in his shop 
did not deal with events occurring in the Saar province. The 
President of the Court, Dr. Meissinger, made a speech declaring 
that the facts related in the anti-Semitic books and pamphlets were 
true. The Jews, he said, actually helped the pre-Hitlerist Ministers 
in Germany to acquire millions of marks, while the ritual murder 
accusation was a matter “ dealt with in many scientific works.” The 
verdict has been received with acclamation in the Nazi ranks, but 
has created deep anxiety among Jews and anti-Nazi Germans. 


A Warning to Motoring Tourists. 


Threat of ‘‘ Unpleasant Results.” 

An English Jew, a member of the Swiss Touring Club, who had 
intended to go on a motor tour which included Germany, organised 
by the Club for August, has been informed by the Club president 
that he cannot take part. On protesting that he was. English, he 
was told that the Club had received a warning from the Deutsche 
Automobile Club that Jews of all nationalities came under the ban 


of exclusion from Germany, and that his visit might cause 


unpleasant results both to himself and the Club. 


Jewess Dies from Wounds. 


The death has occurred in the Lemberg Hospital of Mme. Lola 
Schneider, who recently escaped from Munich after being beaten by 
Nazis. On leaving the police station at Munich after learning that 
her husband, who had been abducted, had “ died” in prison, she was 
surrounded by storm troopers and thrashed without mercy. She 
immediately left Munich and, being of Galician origin, she succeeded 
in reaching Lemberg where she entered the Hospital, but never 
recovered from her wounds. 


Huge Claim by Dismissed Notary. 


The French press reports from Geneva that the former Berlin 
notary, Erwin Hirschfeld, now in Switzerland, has lodged a com- 
plaint with the League of Nations on the grounds of dismissal. It 
is stated that the sum claimed as compensation for the loss of his 
extensive practice runs into millions of marks. 


Mr. James Loeb, late partner of Kuhn, Loeb and Co., of New York, 
and founder of the Loeb Classical Library, whe died in Germany last May, 
has left a million dollars for the Munich Institute for Experimentation i.

The Appeal Results. 


EIGHTEEN MONTHS’ SUPPLIES. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on 
Tuesday at the Communal Centre. Dr. N. S. Lucas, the President, 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN paid a tribute to the work of Major Stern in connection 
with the Triennial Appeal. No less deserving of their thanks was their 
Hion. Secretary, Mr. Mocatta, and the Appeal Committee. He thought 
that THE JEWISH CHRONICLE had backed them up extremely well. “If 
the Community had only taken to heart all that THE JewIsH CHRONICLE 
had said there would have been no need for the dinner.” declared Dr. 
Lucas. The result of the Appeal, including promises, was the raising of 
£6,300; and that was enough to keep the Board going for eighteen months. 
He hoped that the Appeal Committee would go on appealing. They would 
have to meet and consider other ways of making money. As a result of the 
Appeal, a number of annual subscriptions had been promised, 

Mr. L.. G. BOWMAN presented the report of the Education Committee. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN, C.B.E., speaking in regard to the Mile End 
Central Classes, said that it was symptomatic that boys and girls receiving 
higher education showed no desire of keeping up their religious education, 
and, in fact, many of them had not yet even started on their religious 
studies. 

Mr. NATHAN MORRIS said that a very strong and final effort would be 
made in September to keep the Mile End Central Classes open.

In Jeopardy for the Sake of £100. 


WORK FOR GERMAN REFUGEES. 


Unless financial assistance is forthcoming the Council will be 
forced to cease its labours on behalf of Jewish Adult Education,’ 
states the Annual Report of the Council for Jewish Adult Education. 

The Report was submitted at the Annual Meeting of the Council last 
week at 48, Hamilton Terrace, N.W., the residence of the CHIEF RABBI, 
the President, who presided. 

Under the heading of ‘*‘German Refugees" the Report states that the 
Council at the end of May took over from the Jews’ Temporary Shelte: 
the arrangement of classes in English for German Refugees. Up to now 
these had not proceeded very far, but it was hoped that with the 
co-operation of the teachers and the press they would prove of value. 


Grave Financial Position. 


The Council, states the Report, views with the gravest anxiety the 
financial position, *‘ as it is felt that a continuance on the present basis 
would jeopardise the work of the movement.” Continuing, the Report 
states: “ The Council in the course ofits short existence has justified its 
claim upon the Community. Despite its slender resources, it has 
succeeded in making a real impression upon the problem of education for 
Jewish adults and adolescents. But for this serious handicap it would 
have produced even better results as a number of applications for the 
arranging and approval of courses could not be entertained by the Council 
for lack of funds, The bare sum of £100 would enable the Council to 
maintain, develop and expand its activities; and it is to be hoped that 
the work of the Council will not be allowed to lapse and be brought to 
naught because of the inability of the Community to provide it with 
that modest sum. Once established ona sound financial basis the move- 
ment can become a real and effective potent factor in raising the level of 
education among Jewish adults.’’ | 

The Report which is signed by Dr. I. Epstein, the -Chairman, 
exrresses in conclusion its thanks to Mr. H. Bueno de Mesquita, the 
Hon. Secretary, for his invaluable services. 

Both the CHIEF RABBI and the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, the Treasurer, 
stressed the valuable work the Council was doing and the vital importance 
of obtaining funds. It was decided to write to a number of people with a 
view to securing donations and extricating the Council from its present 
financial difficulties. 

Rabbi Dr. ISIDORE EPSTEIN told the meeting that they were arranging 
for Hebrew Classes to be held in the Shelter for about ten totwelve Jewish 
refugees from Germany, who were anxious to learn Hebrew. 

The Report was adopted and the officers were re-elected as follows: 
The Chief Rabbi, President; Dr. 1. Epstein, Chairman; the Rev. Ephraim 
Levine, Hon. Treasurer; Mr. H, Bueno de Mesquita, Hon. Secretary ; 
and the Council. 

The CHIEF RABBI expressed the hope that their efforts to raise money 
would be successful and that the work for the next year would at least be 
as satisfactory as it was this year.

No. 715.—Political Shirts. 


My DEAR CousIN, 


A denizen from another sphere suddenly placed somewhere in 
Central Europe to-day would be excusably puzzled by the strange 
connection between shirts and politics. He would find Black Shirts 
and Red Shirts in deadly hostility; he would come across Green 
Shirts and Blue Shirts, each propagating by their peculiar colour a 
special political creed or an economic doctrine. Swift has written 
the classical treatise on the battle of the books: it would call for the 
ironic pen of a modern successor of that great writer to do justice to 
this war of the shirts. The latter-day Swift would not fail to show 
that only second-class brains need the inspiration of a shirt of a 
particular colour in order to rise tothe demands of a political creed. 
Just as children require. symbols, so those who are children in 
politics require flags; tokens, salutes or shirts. The Fascists favour 
the black shirt; at least in this regard Hitler, will not be able to 
claim that he was a pioneer. That honour belongs to Mussolini. 

Yet Mussolini was not absolutely the first who joined a political 
creed to a particular coloured livery. The folly was practised 
fourteen hundred and more years ago in an age when there was 
perhaps more excuse for it than in our day. Fourteen hundred 
years is a period of time not easy to grasp. Recall that between 
William the Conqueror and King George the Fifth, there is a stretch 
of only eight hundred and sixty years. Fourteen hundred years ago 
takes us back to 532 of the common era, tothe beginning of what 
is usually termed the Dark Ages-—dark because men walked in 
ignorance and often the lowest passions dominated life. It was in 
such an epoch that coloured political attire was in barbaric opposi- 
tion, dividing the state, producing civil uproar and generating 
much unhappiness. 

Chariot races had long been a popular:sport in the ancient 
world, and as a rule, the drivers of the competing chariots wore 
white and red liveries. In a later age two additional colours were 
allowed—green and blue. The backers of each of the competitors 
soon developed into separate groups, a process which could not 
have been difficult, as those will realise who recall the facile forma- 
tion of groups on the day of the Boat Race. The parties of the 
stadium carried their hostility into politics, and in all the great 
cities of the Roman Empire of the East the blues and the greens 
were in constant hostility and by their discord shook the very 
foundations of society. 

Strange symbolism was suggested to account for the four colours. 
Red was associated with Summer, white with the snows of Winter; 
blue was the colour of Autumn's tints, and green the verdure of 
Spring. We may think such propositions foolish; in those far-off 
days every man was blindly devoted to his colour and regarded 
those of another colour as mortal enemies. 

The factious hostility of the blues and the greens reached its 
maddest frenzy in the reign of Justinian. The former were supposed 
to be attached to the interests of the Emperor and of orthodoxy ; 
the greens were suspected of leaning towards heterodoxy in religion. 
Everyone who aspired to civil or ecclesiastical preferment had to 
have the support of one or other of the two parties. The blues, 
sure of Imperial protection, strutted insolently through the streets 
and attacked their opponents without mercy. Their worst crimes 
were committed at night. They hauled the greens out of their beds, 
beat them, stripped them, robbed them of their possessions, murdered 
them. The blackguards entered private houses. Nothing was safe 
from their beastly attesks, neither age norsex. They gratified their 
private vengeance ; they respected not even the altars of the Church, 
As the classical historian of the period records, it was their boast 
that their dexterity could always inflict a mortal wound with a 
single stroke of the dagger. The law was trodden underfoot ; 
nothing was sacred, neither family ties nor neighbourly association, 
The worst elements of the population came tothe top. Murder was 
an everyday event and nothing said. 

The parallel with happenings in Nazi Germany cannot but 
strike the reader of history. The same brutality, the same mastery 
of all the evil passsions, the same power in the state of the worst 
elements of the population. Read Gibbon’s two or three pages on 
the sedition in the reign of Justinian and you will find a striking 
similarity with what is happening in Germany to-day. But fourteen 
hundred years separate the two stories. Mankind may have pro- 
gressed in this long period, but apparently Nazi Germany is falling 
back into medieval barbarism. The parallel is complete even in 
regard to the rulers. Hitler and his associates are the dregs of the 
population of Germany ; the recollection of them will one day bring 
a blush of shame to decent-minded people in that unhappy country. 
Who was Justinian? Despite his niche in the annals of Europe, he 
was a common fellow, ruled in most things by his wife who before 
he married her was 2 woman of the streets. Such a creature was 
the protectress of the blues; it is not difficult to imagine the kind 
of rowdies and gangsters they must have been. An unprincipled 
coxcomb like Goering, who takes a sadistic pleasure in the sufferings 
of his political opponents, is the leader of the armed bands who are 
at present terrorising Germany. Need more be said ? a 

In one other direction the parallel is complete. Under Justinian 
(527-565) the persecution of Jews was the policy of the State. 
Justinian prided himself on his “orthodoxy”; he was a veritable 
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terror to all heterodox sectaries. But who so heterodox, from his 
Christian standpoint, as the Jews? The Samaritans were the 
particular object of his hate, but the Jews came a good second, 
Justinian codified allthe anti.Jewish legislation of his predecessors; 
he was the first Christian Emperor who interfered with the religious 
life of the Jews. The Council of Nicea had prohibited Christians 
from celebrating Easter at the same time as the Jewish Passover. 
jsut some Christians continued to observe Easter about the date of 
Nisan 14th, and in order to weaken the position of such, Justinian 
prohibited the Jews, in those years when Passover preceded Easter, 
from holding Festival Services and eating (The 
prohibit the Jewish slaughter). Justinian also pre- 
scribed that the Torah should be read in the Synagogue in any 
language understood by the congregation. Further, he forbade 
Talmudical explanations of Holy Writ.to be heard in the Syna- 
gogue, seeing that the Talmud was a human invention (inventum 
virorum ex sola terra loquentium). Apart from that 
Jews were subject to disabilities. They might not build Syna- 
gogues in the vicinity of churches; they might not be elected 
to civic offices (administratrones et digqnitates), yet they had to bear 
its burdens ; marriages between Jews and Christians were punished 
by death; they might not be heard as witnesses against orthodox 
christians. Generally, Jews were lumped with the unpopular 
elements of the population. Calling for silence one day in the 
Circus, Justinian s words were: Be patient and attentive, ye 
insolent railers! be mute, ye Jews, Samaritans and Manichaeans! " 
The same note may be heard to-day in Germany when Jews come 
into contact with officials for, say, obtaining a licence or a passport. 

The student of history has the melancholy satisfaction of 
realising that human folly is not limited to any age, and that the 
term Dark Ages really refers to a political condition rather than to 
a particular stretch of time. He may also reflect that just as, 
despite the blues and the greens of the age of Justinian and despite 
Justinian’s anti-Jewish legislation, the Jews have outlived Justinian, 
so they will in all probability outlive Hitler and his crazy policy.

Silent Worship.

Sirn,—Permit me to thank “Benammi” for his inspired article of 
July 14th, with all the points of which I am in cordial agreement. I am 
not a member of the Liberal Jewish movement; but last year, when asked 
to speak at a Conference held by them at Liverpool on religious matters, 
I read a paper presenting an independent, :.¢., neither Liberal nor 
Orthodox, point of view, strongly advocating the quaker method of 
worship, of which I have had a good deal of experience. The paper was 
published in the LIBERAL JEWISH MONTHLY. But the matter applies as 
much to Orthodox Judaism, and silent worship need not interfere with 
necessary ritual which could be supplementary. 

The method has the merit of bridging the gap between old and 
young; the child brought up to participate in silent worship understands 
and feels true religious experience from his earliest years. Further, there 
is all the difference between individual and communal meditation. The 
latter can build a progressive body of common spirituality that is 
essentially practical in its application; it would be the soundest basis on 
which progress and change, such as are bound to come in Judaism, may 
come. 

Finally, it is the solution to twe Jewish failings, namely, over- 
intellectualisation and nervous restlessness. 

The whole idea would, of course, be combated by many who are afraid 
to face in silence their inner selves and what that within may make them 
do. It was this fear that the Prophets conquered.

meet the difficulties arising out of the deepening tragedy which 
was being daily enacted by the inhuman persecution of Jewry 


and of Judaism by the present Government of Germany would not 
brook of the celay which, in ordinary circumstances, would be proper 
in bringing before the Council so important a resolution. There 
were at least two promising plans for dealing with the victims of 
German-Jewish persecution. One was to offer an opportunity to men of 
acience and learning to continue their work and to enable them to create 
in Palestine a nucleus for some of the leading academic figures in Science, 
Philosophy and Literature. Another deals with various industrial and 
other undertakings which are ready for immediate development in Pales 
tine. If, when these schemes were studied, it was found that they held 
out the possibility of a new permanent home for Jewish academic culture 
and other activities, and, at the sammie time, offered a reasonable prospect 
of permanent prosperity, then that would be one of the most constructive 
ways in which their objects.might be carried into permanent fruition. 
The Honorary Officers, continued Sir Robert, realised that the paramount 
duty which rested upon that Council was that of avoiding anything which 
might impair its power and its strength to support the life of Traditional 
Judasm in England, and they had examined the questicn to enable 
them to advise the Council as to the maximum sum which they thought 
the United Synagogue might allocate to this purpose without impairing 
that strength. “There are many activities in Anglo-Jewry which 
depend very largely on the contributions made to them by the United 
Synagogue,’ said Sir Robert. °** The members of this Council need not 
be reminded so shortly after our last Budget mecting of the. sacrifices 
made by our members in order that we may continue our support to the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, Burial of the Poor, Distribution of Matzos to the Needy, the 
maintenance of the Office of the Chief Rabbi and of the Beth Din and the 
hundred and one other essential activities of Traditional Judaism in the 
Metropolis. Nothing could be more short-sighted than, at this time, when 
euch an inhuman persecution is threatening an important section of 
Jewry, that we should cripple the strength and vitality of Judaism 
in this country. Your Hon. Officers. have kept these principles always in 
their minds in coming to you to-day with this resolution and asking you to 
cccide to make this contribution to the maintenance of Judaism and the 
l.ves.of Jewry in face of a destruction which challenges comparison with 
any of the deepest tragedies in our long and tragic history.” 


An Action to be Proud of. 


Mr. I. LANDAU, in seconding the resolution, said if ever he was proud 
of the United Synagogue, it was that nighé. 

Sir ROBERT said they looked to the Hon. Officers of the local Syna- 
gogues to encourage and organise in every possib!e way the contributions 
to the Central Fund. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

At the beginning of the meeting Sir Robert moved a vote of condolence 
with Mr. Joseph Freedman, a member of the Council for many years, on 
the death of his wife ; and conveyed the Council's congratulations to the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation on the achievement of the centenary 
of the Ramsgate Synagogue. Sir Robert also made reference to what he 
characterised as ‘* the most impressive Intercession Service’ which had 
teen organised by the Chief Rabbi at the Albert Hall. He also paid tribute 
to the way in which the service had been arranged by the Joint Hon. 
reerctaries, Mr. William Hurwitz and Mr. Alfred D. Bermel. 


Election of Ministers. 


The following recommendation was submitted by the Executive 
Conjmittee :

All 
applications for the office shall, in the first instance, be brought before an 
Advisory Committee to be constituted as hereinafter shown, for the purposé of 
such Advisory Committee expressing an opinion on the merits of the candidates 
cffering themselves, before their names are considered by the Selection Com- 
mittee, Such Advisory Committee shall comprise three of the Honorary Officers 
of the United Synagogue, the respective Chairmen of the Visitation and Welfare 
Committees, the three Honorary Officers of the Synagogue concerned, and three 
cther Wardens of Constituent Synagogues. , 


After Sir Robert Waley Cohen had moved the recommendation, Mr. 
J. Mendelowitch moved its reference back, on the ground that it struck a 
b:ow at the very heart of local autonomy. Mr. J. Bolloten, seconding the 
reference back, contended that they had, so far as existing machinery 
was concerned, every possible safeguard. Mr. Jacob Greenbaum spoke 
strongly in favour of such an Advisory Committee as suggested, and Mr. M. 
iiyams proposed substituting the figure twelve for three in the sentence 
in the rec >mmendation “ provided that the total number so appointed by 
the Board shall not cxceed by more than three persons the total number 
of persons of which the Board itself consists.” Alderman 8. Bolsom, J.P., 
expressed the hope that the recommendation would be carried unani- 
mously. Mr. D. Weitzman also supported the recommendation. 

Mr. Mendelowitch’s amendment was defeated and the substantive 
resolution carried. :

The French Report at Last. 


Dispossessed”” Arabs Problem. 


CLOSE SETTLEMENT OF JEWS. 
THE CITRUS INDUSTRY. 

The Report of Mr. Lewis French, C.LE., C.B.E., the Director of 
Development, on Agricultural Development and Land Settlement, 
was published this week. The following isa summary of the Report. 

Dealing with the Development Scheme, Mr. French writes: The 
plans I have myself had in mind for recommendation are grounded 
on the fact that the funds are to be provided from a loan: and that 
any scheme advocated must show that it will be’ ultimately pro- 
ductive If there are any returns to be obtained, Government, 
which bears the responsibilities, must receive them. All outlay to be 
incurred must be repaid by the settler on the basis of reasonable 
instalments. Such a scheme has not only a political, but also a 
sociological, aim: that of giving both a landless Arab and a Jewish 
colonist a fresh start in life. 

The declared policy of Government aims at closer settlement 
of the existing and future population of Palestine, saya-the Report. 
Close settlement means higher farming: that is, the abandonment 
of the production of food crops-of low monetary value in favour of 
the more remunerative cultivation of fruits such as citrus and 
bananas ; dairy farming; stock-raising; and poultry and egg pro- 
duction. The theory is, roughly,’that in making such small allot- 
ments as 7) acres (30 dunams), each farmer will be able to devote a 
third of this area orless to Citrus, baffanas and vegetables, etc., 
while the remainder of his allotment will be devoted to food and 
fodder crops. 

It has yet to be proved, however, that citrus fruits can be grown 
as successfully in such areas (for example) as Beisan and the Huleh 
as in the Maritime Plains; and rapid though the spread of local 
banana-eating habits appears to be, and rich though the gains are at 
present, the vast expansion of orange groves in the Maritime Plains 
and the scramble to grow bananas where possible, raises apprehen- 
s10n In thoughtful minds as to the future. 

The Problem of the Markets. 


The question of markets, as an essential concomitant or consequence 
of large development schemes, is one that cannet be burked. But in the 
present state of the world no definite decisions or policy in this matter 
can be foreshadowed. The problem, however, is a serious one. If every 
farmer settled for high or intensive farming is to depend for his livelihood 
on growing the same products as his neighbour, and exports are precarious 
or nil, the prospects are not very rosy. 

In considering the factors which are calculated to assist the moral 
and material development of Palestine, the position of the State in regard 
to the settler must be carefully determined. In my opinion, the State 
which undertakes the provision of the land on which the settler, Arab or 
Jew, is to be placed, should retain its control of the land, and not allow 
any third party to be interposed between itself and the benéftciary. In 
undeveloped countries the State has, in modern conditions, found it neces- 
fary, itself, to take a hand in and order colonisation or settlement opera- 
tions on any considerable scale; and this interference is even more 
necessary in a partially developed country where conflicting interests 
have to be reckoned with. 

Government Ownership of Land. 

Any settler on Government-owned land should remain a Government 
tenant with oceupancy rights; or, in other words, the tenant should not 
be liable for eviction except for certain specified defaults to his landlord, 
and he should have no power of permanent transfer or alienation of his 
land. This proposal applies to both races alike. The acceptance in the 
case of State-owned lands of the principle of inalienability, which has 
been adopted by the Jewish National Fund in its settlement of its own 
land, will obviate any possibility of any Arab or Jew settler under 
Government auspices becoming “ landless.” 

Speaking of the new settler, the Report says: If he be a displaced 
Arab, Government replaces him, as a son of the soil, on the land of his 
country and provides him with a hquse, farm and stock at a cost, over all, 
ef, say, £10 to £12 perdunam. In the case of the Jewish immigrant, it will 
suffice to sell him the occupancy rights of the developed land on equal 
terms, and leave the Jewish organisations to help the settlers, as they 
new do, with all the requisites of home and farm. 

References are made from time to time in the Arabic Press to the 
part played by some members of the Supreme Moslem Council or Arab 
Executive in sales by Arabs to Jews; from which it is not unfair to infer 
that in some leading Arab quarters such disposals of surplus land are 
viewed with no disfavour. But the chief risk—an ever-present one—is 
that the progress of comparatively large growers, backed by plentiful 
financial resources, which weight the scale so heavily against the inde- 
pendent small Arab proprietor, will mean the entire and permanent 
displacement of the latter from the soil. 


Jewish Settlement. 


What can be done to facilitate close settlement by the Jews in accord- 
ance with the policy of His Majesty's Government? Mr. French asks. 

The only areas of any consequence, he proceeds, which are potentially 
cnitable for closer settlement, i.e., where water is known to be available, 
are (a) parts of the Coastal Plain, (b) Beisan, (c) Huleh, and (d) a portion 
of the Jordan Valley. The Beersheba district would become an additional 
area if the boring investigations now in progress disclose the presence of 
artesian supplies of water in sufficient quantity. 

The Coastal Plaia is being actively developed for citrus fruit growing, 
and in my opinion the rate of progress is, and will probably continue to 
be, fully as rapid. as the circumstances warrant, having regard to the 
considerably increased output of oranges and grape-fruit already in 
prospect, the likelihood that prices will fall when that larger output has 
to be marketed, and the time which must inevitably elapse before 
development of the industry due to research and experiment and other 
means designed to reduce costs can become fully effective. “ 


In accordance with their views, the Jewish Agency have submitted 
to me proposals for the establishment, with Government financial support, 
of a Jewish Agricultural and Settlement Bank. This scheme provides 
that the long-term credits which would become available under it should 
be used to facilitate new colonisation rather than for the consolidation of 
existing settlements. The colonisation of the reserve lands which the 
Jewish National Fund and other colonisation agencies hold at present 
would, it is believed, involve an expenditure exceeding the funds that 
would be provided by this Bank if established on the lines proposed. 

The scheme put forward is in my opinion open to weighty objections, 
and I cannot see my way to recommend it for acceptance, 


The Agency's Reply. 
MR. FRENCH FORGETS THE MANDATE. 


A POLICY OF HAMPERING RESTRICTIONS, 


Appended is a brief summary of the observations of the Executive 
of the Jewish Agency on the French Reports, signed on behalf of the 
xecutive by the late Dr. Arlosoroff : 

The Executive is bound to state that it cannot see in the policy 
presented in Mr. French's Reports an outline of a scheme such as His 
Majesty's Government appeared to contemplate when, through the Prime 
Minister's letter addressed to Dr. Weizmann on February 13th, 1931, it 
referred to “the larger purposes of development which His Majesty's 
Government regards as the most effectual means of furthering the estab 
L.shment of a National Home for the Jews.” The Reports of Mr. French 
appear to be founded upon mistaken premises. They continually 
substitute apprehension for facts. They are, on the whole, sterile on the 
constructive side and thoroughly ill-advised in their proposals for 
restrictive legislation. They are based on the fallacious assumption that 
a policy shackling Jewish initiative would relieve its advocate from the 
duty to devise positive ways and means for the advancement of either 
Jew or Arab. ‘This Executive is, therefore, forced to the conclusion that 
these Reports cannot be accepted as a basis for land and development 
policy in Palestine in the execution of which the Jewish Agency would 
find itself in a position to co-operate. 

The first and most serious premise of Mr. French's Reports, which 
has been at the base of the controversy of the last few years, is that of 
the alleged large scale displacement of Arab cultivators owing to their 
land passing into Jewish hands. It should be borne in mind that in the 
first instance this issue was presented, not as an economic problem pure 
and simple, but as a grave political and social danger to which, in the 
last analysis, the unrest in the country, culminating in the disturbances 
of 1929, had to be attributed. The Zionist movement was charged with 
trying to work out the destiny of the Jewish people at the expense of 
the welfare of the non-Jewish population of Palestine, 


Displaced Arabs. 


The displacement of some 500 graziers and cultivators covering a 
period of twelve years, since the establishment of the British Administra 
tion in Palestine, or, on an average, about fifty families a year, cannot in 
any way be regarded as representing that ominous process which is des 
cribed or foreshadowed in the documents referred to. Even if Mr. 
French's forecast of the number of displaced ’’ Arabs as -given at 1,000 
to 2,000 had proved correct--which it has nhot—the position would not 
have changed substantially. 

The Director of Development did not approach the Jewish aspect of 
the problem from the point of view of the Mandate which lays upon the 
Mandatory Power the positive obligation of securing the establishment of 
the Jewish National Home, a term which does not figure in Mr. French's 
vocabulary. 

Having rejected the Jewish Agency’s proposal, Mr. French does not 
consider himself called upon ta produce on his part such alternative pre 
posals as might, all doubts and scruples notwithstanding, commend them 
selves to him for acceptance. All Mr. French has in the last analysis to 
contribute to the advancement of Jewish settlement on the land, described 
by the Prime Minister as “a primary purpose of the Mandate,” and to 
“the larger purposes of development which His Majesty's Government 
regard as the most effectual means of furthering the establishment of a 
National Home for the Jews” appears to be a set of proposa:s for the 
enactment of restrictive legislation. 

The Executive of the Jewish Agency has always been anxious to co- 
operate with His Majesty’s Government and the Administration of Pales- 
tine in working out a development policy based upon the principles laid 
down in the Mandate. It remains prepared to lay before His Majesty's 
Government its proposals for such a scheme, and would appreciate an 
opportunity of discussing with Government the details of a programme, of 
which the large objects would be the promotion of Jewish immigration 
and settlement as well as the advancement of the general welfare of 
all the inhabitants of the couutry. The Jewish Agency continues to 
maintain that there are no conflicting interests which would render 
such a policy impossible, and that it need not, therefore, be based upon 
restrictive measures and interference with the progress of Jewish activity 
in Palestine which is in harmony with the general progress of the country. 
It finally desires to record its conviction, sufficiently argued on various 
occasions in the past, that any work undertaken by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment in connection with land development in Palestine should be so 
directed as to offer equal benefits to the Jewish National Home on the one 
hand and to the Arab population on the other, and that, in point of time, 
such benefits should, on the whole, accrue simultaneously to both sections 
of the population.

re-settlement Arabs who have been displaced from the land they have 
occupied owing to those lands having passed into Jewish hands and 
who have failed to obtain equally satisfactory’ cccupation, subject 
to certain exceptions. The Government of Palestine have been 
authorised to proceed with the re-settlement of displaced Arabs in 
accordance with the findings of the tribunal.

mittee will remember that the late Government in 1930 announced 
to the House that it was their intention to guarantee a loan, but to 
give much more than a formal guarantee and to give asa grant-in- 
aid the interest on that loan fora period of years. The Government 
of Palestine have already initiated an extensive programme of public 
works and other measures which have the full approval of His 
Majesty's Government, and which they are satisfied are of sub- 
stantial value, will produce considerable revenue and are necessary 
in the general interest of the country. It is proposed that these 
works and the resettlement of displaced Arabs shall be to a large 
extent financed by a loan of £2,000,000. The works, which will be 
financed out of the loan, have been carefully discussed with the 
High Commissioner and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. They 
meet the essential economic interests of the country and will 
benefit all sections of the population. The provisional programme 
includes new water supply and drainage schemes for Jerusalem and 
Haifa, and a water supply for Hebron; a hydrographic survey and 
provision for the improvement of village water supplies; a new 
post office and telephone exchange for Jerusalem ; provision for the 
capital cost of school buildings; also provision for the construction 
of an oil export dock in Haifa Harbour for the use of the Iraq 
Petroleum Company.

If they were going to advance two millions, on a British 
guarantee, to Palestine, they must abandon this idea of giving a 
constitution to Palestine which the Jews did not want, 


Allocation of Loan. 


A Government communiqué published in Jerusalem reads ag 
follows: 

It is notified for general information that of the proposed two 
million pounds loan, the issue of which was foreshadowed by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on Friday, £250,000 or one-eighth 
of the amount will be allocated for the settlement of landless Arabs. 

Other important allocations will be devoted to the provision of 
credits to assist all types of agriculture and to the provision of 
funds for important Public Works urgently needed for the general 
benefit of the country, including water supply and drainage, Full 
details will be announced in due course, the communiqué concludes. 


Jews on Public Works. 


It is reported that, after long negotiations, an agreement has 
been reached between the Executive of the Jewish Agency and. the 
Palestine Government regarding the employment of Jews in public 
works. According to the Agreement, the Government has decided 
to allocate to Jewish workers a third of the total sum spent on 
wages in public works. :

IN PLACE OF DR. ARLOSOROFF. 


The Palestine Labour Party has agreed that Mr. I. Ben Zvi, the 
Palestine Labour leader, and member of the Presidium of the Vaad 
Leumi, the executive organ of the officially recognised Palestine 
Jewish Community, should take the place of the late Dr. Arlosoroff 
in the Executive of the Palestine Jewish Agency. Mr. Ben Zvi 
will enter on his new duties in a few days. 


The Usual Labour Shortage.

All who have already received immigration certificates for Palestine 
under the new immigration schedule are appealed to by the Pales- 
tine Jewish Labour Federation (Histadrut Haovdim), to come to 
Palestine immediately, because there is a shortage of labour in all parts 
of the country, particularly in the colonies, and as much labour as can be 
obtained is needed in order to make it possible for the work to be carried 
out successfully and to retain all the Jewish positions. 


Child Marriage in Palestine. 


sit P. Cunliffe-Lister, replying to a question in the House of 
Commons concerning the proposal to fix a minimum legal age for 
the marriage of females at thirteen and below under specified 
conditions said; My attention has already been drawn to the 
provision in the Palestine Criminal Code Bill to which the hon.

sioner on this subject. No final decision will be taken until the 
matter, including the question of appointing a local Committee, has 
been fully considered in consultation with the High Commissioner. 


The Hebron Yeshiva. 


The Corner-Stone of the new Yeshiva in Hebron, which was 
destroyed in the massacre of the Jewish population in the town in 
the 1929 outbreak, was laid last week. Representatives of the 
Government and of the Jewish institutions were present. Ex-Deputy 
Farbstein, member of the Jewish Agency Executive, and Rabbi 
Uziel were among the Jewish speakers. ‘The Hebron District Officer, 
Abdullah Kardous, who attended the function, said that the achieve- 
ments of any one community in Palestine naturally helped also the 
other communities living in the country, and expressed the hope 
that Arab-Jewish relations in Palestine were now improving. 


Land of Israel News Items. 


THE High Commissioner, Sir Arthur Wauchope, recently flew to Beer 
Tuvia and met the leaders of the Colony. He visited the farms and the

The abolition of Separate Unions would be an enormous gain 
to Zionism as a whole, and even helpful to the principles which 
they represent. Very frequently the division among certain groups, 
in itself insignificant, becomes accontuated through their separation 
as parties. Apart from the waste of energy and expense they involve 
these separate parties have an even more serious drawback gravely 
affecting leadership. Men of ability frequently remain imprisoned 
within the party walls because of their party labels, and, conversely, 
men lacking ability for leadership are sometimes imposed upon the 
movement by one party or another. It is not to be expected that 
the Eighteenth Congress will effect so drastic an operation as to 
abolish Separate Unions and enforce territorial organisations, but 
it is high time for Congress to prepare for such a procedure. The 
only way to consolidate the Zionist Organisation is to build up in 
every country a strong territorial Federation, and that can be achieved 
only through the abolition of the Separate Unions and Parties. Now 
is the time for consolidation—now that the Jewish national spirit 
dominates Jewry. 

Crying Need for Consolidation. 


Before leaving the problem of organisation, a word ought to be 
said about Zionist bodies standing on what might be called the 
threshold of the Zionist Organisation but not in it. There is, 
for instance, the Wizo: here is a woman's international Zionist 
organisation which yet stands outside the Zionist Organisation. It 
does good and useful work in Palestine, but as an integral part of 
the Zionist Organisation its collective ability could be at the 
disposal of the whole Zionist cause without in any way impairing its 
specific work. Unlike the powerfully organised Hadassah, the 
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Wizo has no say and no influence in Zionist matters. Such a state 
is, to say the least, not healthy from the wider national point of view. 
Even more serious is the position of the Maccabi, a world movement 
of Jewish youth supposed to be Zionistic, yet wholly outside the

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Jewish destiny is bound up with the Jewish youth. Yet this youth 
movement, whose constitution is supposed to be on a Zionist basis, 
is not under close supervision of the Central Zionist body. 

The need of drastic reforms in the organisation and its 
machinery is recognised by all Zionists. Congress will meet ina 
mood to consider a carefully worked out scheme of re-organisation. 
But will such a scheme be submitted? One thing is clear: that 
unless a serious attempt is made to consolidate the Organisation, 
the chaotic state created through parties will worsen, and the 
Movement will be faced with a disintegration leading to complete 
anarchy. 

The consolidation of the Organisation is closely bound up with 
two vital problems which Congress will have to face: the Jewish 
Agency as constituted in 1929, and the question of Zionist leader- 
ship. With these Ishall deal in the next article.

Clear Policy at the Deputies. 


VIGOROUS SUPPORT FOR BOYCOTT RESOLUTION, 


A Special Extraordinary Meeting of the Board of the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues was held on Wednesday evening at the Offices, 
64, Leman Street. Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., the President, presided. 


The meeting was called to reach a decision regarding the question of 
the boycotting of German goods and services, and to decide the Federa- 
tion's attitude to the policy of the Board of Deputies on this matter. 

Mr. H. Samuels and Mr. 5. Teff, the mover and seconder of the boy- 
cott resolution at the last meeting of the Deputies, were present at the 
meeting by invitation. 

The following resolution was unanimonsly adopted on the motion of 
the Chairman: ** That this meeting instructs the delegates representing 
its Synagogues at the Board of Deputies to support the motion of Mr. 
Samuels and Mr. Teff to boycott German goods and services.’’ 

Mr. P, HOROWITZ said that the Board of Deputies in delaying giving 
sanction tothe boycott were merely playing with the situation. 

Mr. 8S. TEFF said that the question was now a world Jewish ques- 
tion. ‘* Do you think,’’ he asked, “that if Hitler wants to make a pogrom 
he will wait for the boycott? He can find thousands of other reasons or 


excuses for making one. We have had enough speaking at the Deputies’ 
meetings.” 


THE REV. EPHRAIM LEVINE will deliver an address at the Union 
Chapel, Compton Terrace, Highbury, N.1, on Sunday evening next at 7.30. 
The Rey. Dr. J. Westbury Jones, the Minister, has written to say that 
the service will contain prayers for the Jews suffering in Germany and 
a protest against the treatment metcd out to them by the Government.

Tribute to British Sympathy. 


GERMANY A MENACE TO WORLD PEACE. 

The Adolph Tuck Hall of the Communal Centre was crowded 
on Tuesday night for the address which was given by Bro. Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, Rabbi of the Free Synagogue, New York, and 
President of the Jewish Institute of Religion, on “ Problems of 
World Jewry.” The meeting was under the auspices of the B'nai 
Brith, First Lodge of England. Bro. the Rev. M. L. Peruzweia. 
President of the Lodge, who presided, said it was fitting that that 
Lodge which represented in London a great Jewish world move- 
ment, should have invited as its speaker one of the greatest of 
Jewish world figures of to-day. He welcomed Dr. Wise as President 
of a body of men and women whose fundamental ideal was the 
affirmation of the unity of the whole of the Jewish people. 

In the course of his address, Dr. Wisk said that his first word on 
English soil must be a word of deep gratitude for the understanding and 
sympathetic utterances on the Jewis' situation in Germany, which had 
beon made from time to time in the last three months by d'stinguished 
Lepresentatives of England's political life, beginning with the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs (Sir John Simon) and Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
including the noble utterance of the Primate of England, and culminating 
some days ago in the notable words of Mr. Lloyd George. The attitude of 
inglish Statesmen, English Churchmen and the leaders of English life 
irrespeetive of party and Chureh, had been exactly what one might have 
«expected in consonance with the traditions of the English people. These 
traditions included a love of what the Americans called “fair play ” and 
abhorrence by every Englishman of racial prejudice and religious 
intolerance and, above all, the will, in conformity to law, to deal with 
every individual as an individual and with undeviating justice. 

Civilisation, said Dr. Wise, was aghast over the Hitler regime which 
reemed from day to day to be bent upon discovering new ways of borrify- 
ing the conscience cf mankind. Germany had quickly and 
forfeited the goodwill of mankind. Just before the advent of the Hitler 
regime, the nations England, France, Italy and the United States 
scemed more resolved to reconsider the problems involved in theit relations 
fo Germany; and England and France together made a brave aud 
gencrous start in Lausanne one year ago. Four months of Hitlerism had 
passed and Hitler's Reich stood doomed in the sight of civilised men. 
Hitler had gained the world of Jewish destruction, but he had lost 
Germany's soul. Germany, despite reassuring speeches in the Reichstag, 
had become a menace to world-peace. That was the tragedy of tragedies, 
and no four-Power pact could change the fact that England and France 
could not and did not regard neighbouring Germany with respect or good. 
will, as long as the present regime persisted in pursuing its policy of injustice 
and oppression. W hat firm hope of world peace could there be as long as one 
of the great nations warred with savagery upon one element of its own 
population ? How could Germany expect to be trusted by its neighbours, 
East and South and West, as long as these beheld within the borders of 
Germany the most ruthless and destructive wars against a peaceable, 
serviceable people? 

Dr. Wise discussed; at length, what he declared must be the steps to 
he taken with regard to the Jews in Germany. There must be no abate- 
ment of the resolve of the Jewish people to demand the restoration of the 
status of the Jew, in common with ali other citizens of Germany, yr ior to 
the day of Hitler. There must be an end of the insanity of anti-Jewish 
agitation, legislaticn, extermination. Jewish non-nationals in Ge rmany, 
i.¢., the Jewish immigres of the last twenty years, must be treated cxactly 
like non-nationals of all other lands. Dr. Wise urged that all steps be 
taken that are needed on behalf of their fellow-Jews in Germany, 
above all, to. put forth every possible effort to the end that a goodiy 
number of Jewish families, cast out from Germany as racial and religious 
exiles, might find home and opportunity in the process of Jew'sh re-settle 
mont in Palestine. 

Dr. Wise concluded with a statement concerning the need of a World 
Jt wish Congress which in the spring of ‘34 would be convened for the 
public discassion of Jewish problems. 

A yote of thanks to Dr. Wise was accorded on the motion of Bro, 
Gordon M. Liverman, seconded by Bro. Dr. Samuel Daiches.

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Prize Distributions. 


Jews’ Free School. 


The Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils was held on Monday 
in the hall of the School, Bell Lane. Mr. ANTHONY DE ROTHSCHILD, the 
President, presided and Mrs. de Rothschild distributed the awards. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there were 276. pupils in the Central 
School, 615 in the Boys’ School and 513 in the Girls’ School. Every avail- 
able room in the Boys’ department was now being used. That was very 
satisfactory and gratifying because it showed a definite change, as com- 
pared with some years ago. They were proud because children had an 
opportunity of receiving a good education in a Jewish atmosphere. 
The reports received of the teaching of Hebrew and Religion were 
distinctly good. Mr. de Rothschild read a long list of successes and 
special distinctions gained by the pupils in all departments of the 
School. In cricket, swimming, netball and other sports many 
trophies were won in competition with other schools. They were 
grateful to all the teachers, he said, for their voluntary work in giving 
instruction for the physical improvement of the children. In art and 
handicrafts special training was given. The Recreation School that met 
after school hours was in a-flourishing condition, many activities being 
provided for the boys and girls. One of their teachers, Mr. Hyman, who 
had been associated with the School for more than fifty years, was retiring. 
He wished to thank him for his services and also Mr. M. A. Green, who 
was present and who had presented prizes to that School for fifty years in 
memory of his father, the Rey, A. L. Green. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER, D.S.O., proposed a vote of thanks to the 
President, Committee and Managers. 

Mr. BARYETT JANNER, M.P., in proposing a vote of thanks to Mrs. 
Anthony de Rothschild and the Ladies’ Committee, said that it was a 
very proud thing for him to be able to point to that School as an example 
of what young Jews and Jewesses should stand for. He spoke about the 
number of old boys of the School who now occupied prominent positions 
in the Jewish Communities all over the world. 

The MayoOR OF STEPNEY (Councillor R. G. Mullan, J.P.), in proposing 
a vote of thanks to the Teaching Staff, said that he was glad to learn that 
religious teaching played a very important part in the work of that School.

During the proceedings the choir of boys and girls rendered songs and 
& physical drill display was given by the girls and play centre boys.

Seasonable Recipes. 


Vegetable Marrows. 
BOILING marrows renders them rather insipid; so if possible bake, 
braise or steam them. When they are very young and very small, they 
can be peeled and cooked whole. 
Older marrows must be peeled, cut into pieces and the seeds removed. 
To cook en casserole, prepare them and place in the casserole ; season 
with salt and pepper, and add a little dripping, margarine or butter, or 
two or three tablespoonfuls of olive oil (the latter gives them a delicious 
flavour), and the Shemen oil which can now be bought at most stores, is 
excellent for the purpose. Put the lid on the casserole and bake ina 
moderate oven till tender—about three-quarters-of-an-hour, but will vary 
according to the age of the marrow. 


Marrow Fritters. 
PEEL a small marrow: cut it into thin rings and remove the seeds, 
Dip in seasoned flour ; coat with frying batter, and fry a golden brown. 


Halibut Mayonnaise. 

Three large tomatoes. 

Cooked peas and carrots, 
1 breakfastcupful. 


Halibut, 2 Ibs. 

Salad oil, 4 tablespoonfuls. 
Vinegar, 2 teaspoonfuls. 
Chopped parsley, 2 teaspoonfuls. Mayonnaise sauce, 14 gills, 
Chopped shallot, 2 teaspoonfuls. Lettuce and cucumber, 


PUT the fish on a buttered fireproof dish ; cover with a greased paper 
and cook in a moderate oven. When cooked remove the skin, taking care 
not to break the fish. Put it on a dish and pour over the oil, vinegar, 
chopped parsley and shallot, and leave till cold. 

Cut the tomatoes across in halves; scoop out the centres (reserve for 
soup, sauce or stews). Mix the peas and carrots with a little of the 
mayonnaise sauce and heap up in the tomato cups. 

Put the fish in the centre of a dish, coat with the remaining mayon- 
naise ; put a border of shredded lettuce with the tomato cups at intervals, 
and garnish with thinly sliced cucumber.

A Satisfactory Year. 


INTERESTING .EXTRACT FROM AN OLD “JEWISH 
CHRONICLE.” 

Lady SELIGMAN, the President, presided on Thursday afternoon 
of last week, over the Annual Meeting_of the Grocery Relief Fund, 
which was held at her residence, 17, Kensington Palace Gardens. 

Lady SELIGMAN presented, on behalf of the Committee, the Report 
and Balance-sheet for the season 1932-33, the forty-second of the Society's 
activities. The prolonged period of depression in trade and unemploy- 
ment, she said, had brought an ever-increasing number of needy cases to 
the notice of the Society. Twenty-three distributions were held in all, 
the total number of parcels distributed during the season being 11,009. 
The Committee wished to express their gratitude to the Hon. Officers, the 
Hon. Secretaries, Mrs. I. Aarons and Miss E. Kahn; the Hon. Auditor, 
Mr. P. Mordant; the Hon. Solicitor, Mr. H. R. Lewis; and to those who 
gave their services at the distributions. 

Lady SELIGMAN spoke of the report as an ercouraging one and said 
that they felt justified in continuing with the work and, if possible, 
extending it. She appealed to those present to make a special effort to 
obtain new subscribers. | 


How the Fund was Born. 

The report and accounts were adopted, after which the Rev. 
WALTER LEVIN proposed the re-election of Lady Seligman as President. 
In doing so he recalled the beginnings of the Fund and read an interesting 
extract from THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of January 22nd, 1892, It was 
headed “ North London Relief Fund,” and ran as follows: 


A correspondent writes: Passing through Great Alie Street last Thursday, 
my attention was attracted by a gathering of fifty men and women outside one 
of the entrances to the Jewish Working Men’s Club. Enquiring the cause I was 
shown a card, bearing the above heading, and told that the holders of such were 
waiting to receive some tea, coffee and bread. Remembering having seen a few 
weeks ago, in your columns, @ paragraph mentioning that this Society had been 
organised by Mrs. Hermann Tuck, I sent in my name, not unknown to the Com- 
munity, to that lady, who kindly bade me welcome and most cordially accorded 
me permission to stay and witness the distribution. During the morning, Mrs. 
Tuck showed me her books and gave me the following particulars. The distribu. 
tion which will take place every Thursday morning until the end of March, 
commenced the first Thursday in December, and during that month some 276 
families received help. Each applicant receives tea, coffee, sugar, rice, bread 
and soap, the amount of each varying according to the number in family. 
Thus, a family of eight receives 3 ibs. of rice, 3 loaves of bread, 4 Ib. of coffee, 
i lb. of tea, 2 lbs. of sugar and some soap. To guard against imposition each 
applicant must be recommended by either one of the ladies of the Visitation 
Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians or by some known communal 
worker who has the opportunity of properly investigating the necessi- 
ties of each family. The funds are derived from weekly contributions and 
donations by, with three exceptions, ladies residing in the North of London. 
The first week's collection was £3 1s., and gradually increased until it has 
reached £6 15s. 6d. All the groceries are of good quality and have been purchased 
through a friend at wholesale prices. For the Bread, arrangements have been 
made with a local baker upon whom tickets are given. rs. Tuck and her 
sister, Mrs. P. G. Phillips, attend each week and arrange the distribution, being 
helped by a staff of lady friends. The gratitude, which was evidently sincere, 
en by the recipients was very pleasing and if only half the blessings 
called for upon these ladies bear fruit, they should, indeed, be happy. ‘i 
object in forwarding you this is not only because I feel sure your readers wil! 
be interested, but to enlist the advocacy of your able pen to urge that ladies in 
other districts may follow the good example that has been set in the North. 

From that day onwards, said Mr. LEVIN, the great influence which 
the late Mrs. Tuck had left behind her had had its effect and the fund 
had gone from strongth to strength. He hoped that the appeal of the 
President would go forward to a far wider circle in order that the good 
which the fund was doing might be enlarged this year. Mr. Levin also 
suggested that in order to improve the financial position of the Fund, they 
should try to secure a seven years’ covenant with subscribers. 

Lady Seligman was unanimously re-elected President. On the motion 
of the Chairman, the Hon. Officers and Committee were also re-elected.

Travel Notes and News. 


By “GREEN FLAG.” 


For those readers thinking of “ taking the waters” this year, Austria 
has an especialappeal. Her health resorts and spas are second to none in 
Europe ; and her curative waters, radium, iron, iodine, sulphur, salt, are 
found all over the country. Badgastein, Hofgastein, Bad Aussee, Baden, to 
name only a few, are delightful places for a holiday. There are facilities 
for sport, yachting and climbing, and the prices are very reasonable. The 
Government is making reductions on the railways, and arranges for 
travellers’ cheques to be supplied to visitors, who can thus avoid the diffi- 
culty of carrying large sums of money on the journey, These cheques are 
exchangeable at banks, hotels, post offices and railw ay stations. The 
Austrians are noted for their friendly and hospitable spirit, and welcome 
all visitors without distinction. 


There are some among our readers who, for business and other 
reasons, are unable to spare more than a week-end away from town. For 
those who like a change from the ordinary English coast resorts we would 
heartily recommend a week-end at sea. The success which attended the 
rew scheme last year of arranging week-end cruises from Harwich has 
again prompted the London and North-Eastern Railway Company to 
organise cruises every week-end until the 15th of September. There. is 
a wicte choice this year, for in addition to Antwerp and Zebrugge, Ghent, 
Finushing and Amsterdam are among the places visited. There isa fine 
cruise for the August Bank Holiday week-end, which will embrace an 
extra day. Passengers leave Harwich on Friday August 4th, and return 
en Tuesday morning, August &th. The 8.8. Vientfa one of the three luxury 
vessels recently built to augment the L.N.E.R. Continental fleet, has 
again been selected as the cruise ship. She is of 4,220 tons, and has a 
spacious entrance hall, dining rooms, tastefally decorated lounge and 
ladies’ saloon, luxurious cabins and ample promenade decks. There will 
be special attractions on this cruise, including a carnival dance on the 
Saturday evening. 


IN order to offer shopkeepers and assistants a variation on their 
weekly half-holiday, the Thames pleasure steamer, “ Isle of Arran,” is 
now running in a special Thursday afternoon service from Tower Pier at 
a quarter-past two and returning about half-past six. The steamer goes 
down the Thames as far as Dagenham, and gives passengers an ideal view 
of the busiest part of the river and of the large liners. The “ Isle of 
Arran,” like the Eagle steamers, is fully licensed for the whole time 
the ship is on the move, and lunches and teas are served at specially 
low rates. The fare for the trip is three shillings and sixpence, children 
under twelve half price. |

“A.1.," Shefield.—-The Community of Milan is quite modern (the Syna- 
gogue is at 19, Via Guastalla, near the Cathedral), and there is little of 
Jew.sh interest to be seen in the city. Venice, on the other hand, is 
from the Jewish point of view one of the most fascinating places in the 
world. You can still visit the old Ghetto (not far from the Railway 
Station: ask for the Ghetto Vecchio)—the earliest in all Europe, having 
been established in 1516—with five of its beautiful Synagogues, none 
Jater than the sixteenth century, still standing. The inhabitants of 
the Ghetto, by the way, are now almost all non-Jews; so do not draw 
any false conclusions ! On the Lido, there is a beautiful old fourteenth. 
century cemetery (cimitero Israelitico), where many famous scholars and 
personalities of the past lie buried: it is situated very near the modern 
cemetery, to which you will probably be directed first of all. In several 
other old cities between Venice and Milan (particularily Padua and 
Verona) there are interesting Jewish relics. There are Jewish restaurants 
at all the places you mention: at Lugano at Hotel Villa Federico, 7, Via 
5S. Salvatore: at Milan, Lichtenstein, Corso Roma 42: at Venice, 
Weissberg, 8. Gallo 1074 (near the Piazza 8. Marco, where you will see a 
sign-board). 

“L. M.”, Kennington.—-There is no Jewish community in Majorca. 
However, there are living at Palma large numbers of Chuetas, descended 
from Jews who were baptised by force in the Middle Ages, and still 
separate from the general population. Whether they still retain any 
knowledge of Jewish rites has long been a matter for discussion. Perhaps, 
if you are there long enough, you may be able to make enquiries into the 
matter. 

L. LEVINE, Manchester.—-There is ample opportunity for Jewish 
observance at St. Moritz. Services are held regularly on Friday nights 
and Saturday mornings at the Jewish hotel. 

“ ZIONIST,” Birmingham.—There is no need whatsoever to touc 
German territory on your way to the Prague Congress. Any Travel 
Agency will let you know alternative routes, which will not cost any more. 

W. KIRSTEIN, Stepney.—Your Adriatic cruise will probably stop at 
Ragusa and Spalato (Split), but there is nothing much of Jewish interest 
to see in either place. However, at Salona, not far from the latter, there 
are the remnants of a necropolis of the Classical period.

French Bank Administers a Snub. 

\ circular-letter sent by the Dresden Bank of Berlin to the 
Société Générale of Paris, asking them to refute the ~ atrocity 
propoganda ” has elicited a devastating reply from the French con- 
cern.

To the Director, Societé Generale, Paris 

The atrocity propaganda, obviously originating in interested foreign circles, 
is harmful to German trade and disturbing to business relations abroad, and is 
based on lies and distortions of fact. Complete tranquillity reigns in Germany, 
aud any non-party person on the spot can convince himself that no one is 
hindered in the lawful gursuit of his private and professional affairs. We would 
be glad if, in the interests of international trade relations, you would spread the 
truth and do vour utmost to bring about a speedy end of the boycott of German 
goods.

In reply, the Société Générale administers a crashing snub, 
pointing out the bad taste and crudity of the Nazi propaganda. 

On opening our mail (it writes) we find an amazing circular from your 
esteemed bank. We beg to draw your attention to the fact that a French 
business would never presume to send propaganda material in business 
correspondence 

We are thus compelled to assume that the tactlessness of vour letter arises 
from an inborn lack of taste. As for the systematic persecution of Jews by vour 
Government, we know what to believe. We know with certainty that doctors 
have been driven from hospitals, lawyers struck off, and shops closed down by 
the party you have put in power. Every nation is master in its own home, and 
so It is not our busitmess to interfere in these questions. Nevertheless, we are 
free to turn our business sympathies to our friends and not to a nation which 
aims at destroving individual libertv. We assare you, gentlemen, that we wil! 
continue to esteem your bank, but we cannot extend our sympathy to German) 
in general, for we cannot hide our belief that the National Socialist Party wil! 
extend its Inst for power to other countries at the first opportunity. 

You ask us to pass on this circular. Rest assured we wil! do so, and our 
answer with it.

World Jewish Economic Conference. 


Mr. Untermyer's Preliminary Plans. 


Mr. Samuel Untermyer, the celebrated American lawyer, in a 
statement to the press in London while on his way to the World 
Jewish Economic Conference at Amsterdam on July 20th and 2\st, 
announced his intention of organising an effective world boycott of 
Germany. He added that a second purpose of the Amsterdam con- 
ference was to devise ways and means of bringing the question of 
treaty violations by Germany before the League of Nations. 
“ Germany,’ he said, “can hardly expect serious consideration for 
her plea for a modification of the disarmament provisions of the 
Versailles Treaty so long as she maintains her present attitude 
towards her own minorities.” The Treaty of Versailles likewise 
stipulated, he declared in a statement to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, that “ the standard set by law in each country with respect 
to the conditions of labour should have due regard for the equitable 
treatment of all workers lawfully residing there.” By forbidding 
labour unions to accept Jewish members, the German Government 
had infringed the Treaty. 

The Conference, Mr. Untermyer explained, was preliminary to 
the London Conference to be held in October and had been convened 
with the full consent of Lord Melchett, as Chairman of the British 
Committee, who would either attend or be represented at the 
Conference. 

Besides Mr. Untermyer, the American delegation includes 
Commander Fredman, of the Jewish War Veterans of America, and 
Dr. Coralnick, of the New York Day. On Tuesday, Commander 
Fredman, accompanied by Captain Webber, laid a wreath at the 
Cenotaph on behalf of the American Jewish War Veterans. 


Economic Conference Postponement. 


Continental Rumours of “Pressure.” 


A report states that much excitement has prevailed among Paris 
Jews as a result of statements published in the Jewish PARISER 
HAJNT that Lore Melchett has postponed the World Jewish Economic 
Conference on account of pressure from various quarters, including 
the Board of Deputies. Above all it was asserted. largely on the 
strength of a telegram in the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG on 4th July. 
that the Conference was postponed owing to the existence of 
an agreement between Sir Herbert Samuel and the German 
Ambassador in London regarding the boycott question. The Jewish 
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Press in many European countries now refers with amazement to 
this rumoured agreement, The Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Paris 
went a step further and announced that the report that the Jewish 
World Economic Conference was postponed on account of the agree. 
ment between Sir Herbert Samuel and the German Ambassador 
was receiving confirmation. 

In view of the high feelings aroused everywhere as a result of 
the publication of these statements, a competent statement is being 
demanded without delay, more especially as there is a tendency 
everywhere to believe that the Joint Foreign Committee in London 
is a party to the alleged agreement, and that the American delegates 
to the Jewish Economic Conference convened the Conference in 
in Amsterdam yesterday as a protest against the agreement. 

In connection with the above, we can state on reliable authority 
that there is no truth in the reports, current also among Anglo. 
Jewry, that the Board of Deputies brought effective pressure to bear 
on Lord Melchett to secure the postponement of the World Jewish 
Economic Conference. or that the Joint Foreign Committee was 
party to any “ agreement” to secure such postponement. 

We understand on the authority of Professor D. Cohen, who is the 
Secretary of the Joint Foreign Committee of Holland, that the Economic 
Conference with which Mr. Untermyer of New York is associated and 
which, as we are informed, it was proposed to hold at Amsterdam on 
Thursday and Friday this week, was arranged without the consent and 
indeed against the wishes of the accredited leaders of Dutch Jewry. 


Cold Facts about Germany. 
Mr. Israel Cohen's Brilliant Refutation. 


An editorial in the Jewish WORLD refers to an article contributed 
by Mr. Israel Cohen to the current QUARTERLY REVIEW. 


“We urge every Jew,” says the JEWISH WORLD, “to make himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the truth, as set forth in this incisive article, 
and so arm himself, as well as those with whom he converses, against 
the reckless fabrications which pour in from the Nazis and their 
propaganda factories. Mr. Cohen takes, one by one, the favourite 
German allegations, and exposes their hollowness. There is the 
familiar charge that the Jews are responsible for the spread of what 
the Nazis are fond of calling Marxism. If the ideas of Karl Marx, 
who was baptised at the age of six, are to be called Jewish, then, as Mr. 
Cohen says, the old German Conservative Party must incur the same 
charge, secing that its programme was largely drafted by Julius Stahl 
(Schlesinger), who was of Jewish origin, and the old German Liberal 
Party was also Jewish, since it was founded by the Jews, Lasker and 
Bamberger. As a matter of fact, the number of Jewish voters in Germany 
—some 200,000—was only an insignificant fraction of the twelve millions 
who supported the Socialists and Communists at the last election, so it 
will be seen how much the Jews are responsible for the spread of Marxism 
—even if every man among them voted and did so for the two parties 
named. 

“Very illuminating figures are given by Mr. Cohen, too, about the 
reiterated Nazi grievance that the Jews created a * Judeo-German Reich ' 
and dominated all the main branches of life in the State. For instance, 
in the nineteen Cabinets, comprising some 250 Ministers, that have held 
office since the establishment of the Republic, only five Jews, or men of 
Jewish origin, had a seat, and the total period during which they retained 
their position was less than three years. In the Federal State Govern. 
ments there were hardly any Jewish ministers at all—there were certainly 
none in Bavaria, Mecklenburg, Anhalt and Thuringia. Out of about five 
hundred higher officials in the Reich Government there were at the most 
fifteen who were Jews or of Jewish extraction; and of a total of three 
hundred such officials in the department of the Prussian Government 
there were about ten who could be so elassed. Finally, among all the 
local administrative dignitaries, such as Oberpraesidenten, Government 
Presidents and Landraete, there was not a single Jew. Mr. Cohen deals 
equally forcibly with the legend of the Jew-controlled press, and the 
lurid tales of Jewish wealth acquired through war profiteering and the 
inflation. . It will be seen that the whole fabric of Nazi slander, erected 
aS an excuse for the criminal Nordic fallacy, crumbles at the touch of hard 
fact. The truth about the German Jews is still largely hidden from 
millions of non-Germans the world over. We are glad that steps are bein. 
taken to distribute the QUARTERLY REVIEW article. The wider its 
distribution the more effective the retort to the incessant and unblushing 
Nazi propaganda ! ” 


Justifiable Interference with Other Countries. 
Mr. Sokolow at Leeds. 


A large assembly was present at the Queen's Hotel, Leeds, las! 
week to hear Mr. Sokolow make an appeal for the Central Fund for 
German Jewry. Mr. Montague Burton presided. Mr. Sokolow. 
dwelling upon the desperate plight of the Jews of Germany, while 
paying a tribute to the great meeting at the Queen's Hall, London, 
said that to his mind there was one sentiment expressed from whic! 
he very much differed. It was, that it was impossible for the 
British Government or any other European Government to interfere 


in the internal affairs of a country like Germany. It was, he 


deelared, merely a human and elementary duty of the British 
Government to send an official note of protest to the German Goveru- 
ment. He felt that unless that were done, then the great protest 
meetings that had been held in London and all over the country 
would fail in their effect. Heconcluded by hoping that Leeds wou!d 
contribute to the Relief Fund and considered it should be possible 
to raise £10,000 in the city. 

Professor Brodetsky said that the most serious side of the 
German Jewish calamity was the hopeless position of the youth, and 
pointed to Palestine as one of the great means of salvation. He did 
not believe that the amount of money which had so far been 
subscribed towards the German Fund was at all adequate, but 
trusted that Leeds would set a worthy example. 

Mr. D. I. Sandelson (Chairman of the local Branch of the Fund) 
announced the first list of Leeds donors. A Committee was formed 
consisting of Mr. D. I. Sandelson (Chairman), Professor Brodetsky, 
Messrs. M. Stross, M. Levey and L. Goodman (Vice-Chairmen). 5. 
Hurwitz and G. Stross (Hon. Treasurers) and R. Powell and D. Fox 
(Joint Hon. Secretaries). 
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A meeting was held at the University of Leeds last week, 
attended by University Professors and by leaders of religious and 
social thought, including the Rev. Dr, J. Abelson, M.A., and Professor 
Brodetsky. The object was to issue an appeal for funds to the 
citizens of Leeds in order to make it possible to invite at least three 
German dispossessed professors to come to Leeds and continue their 
research work. It was decided to issue a strongly-worded appeal in 
the local papers. The Chairman of the Appeal Committee is the 
Archbishop of York. Lord Moynihan and many other distinguished 
non-Jews in Leeds and Yorkshire have also signified their support. 


‘A Jewish Women’s Shoppers League.” 


Suggestion for Organising Women's Boycott. 

Writing in yesterday's Jewish WorLD, “ Gaza,” in the course of 
her weekly causerie, puts forward the suggestion that a. League 
should be formed of Jewish women who refuse, in their shopping, 
to buy German goods. 

There is still no excuse (writes “Gaza”™) for the lack.of initiative 
displayed by Jewish people in prosecuting the German boycott to its 
logical and ultimate conclusion. And first on the black list of those who 
have failed to do their duty by the Jewish people in this, their supreme 
hour of need, is the Jewish woman who is too idle, too sleepy and too 
obsessed by the petty trivialities of the moment to use the power that lies 
at her very hands to secure the deliverance of a great and important 
section of her people . Every Jewish woman shopper is a front-line 
soldier in the cause of her brutally attacked and martyred brethren 
within the German Reich. Every purchase made which is not carefally 
scrutinised and rigidly enquired into may be a potential means by which 
the bloodthirsty and ruthless persecutors may sear and rend more Jewish 
flesh, torture and maim more, and drive into the desperation of madness 
some of the finest Jewish minds that ever benefited and assisted in the 
progress of mankind. Jewish women should and must combine to fight 
as an army this terrible injustice, and they should realise with thankful- 
ness the full significance of their new powers. An organisation of Jewish 
women shoppers, which must automatically incorporate every Jewish 
woman in this country, should be formed and a badge or emblem issued 
that tradespeople may realise the earnestness and purpose of our mission. 
We Jewish women can step into the breach at the moment which is 
supremely opportune, Wecan, by the simple but highly organised and 
e forced method of discriminate purchase, make our cause not only felt 
but appreciated. Wecan, by bearing an emblem describ'ng to a single 
giance our abhorrence of the methods of our persecutors and our fixed 
ard firm determination for organised resistance, make definite headway 
in liberating our persecuted brethren: and ridding Mankind of a hectic 
f-ver which will assuredly consume Civilisation if it is allowed to progress. 


German Prince on Persecutions. 


Explaining his plans for a European alliance against German 
Nazism, Prince Hubertus Loewenstein. former leader of the German 


tcichsbanner Organisation, recently on a visit to England. to 
ascertain British feeling on the qnestion, stated that he was 


actuated in his campaign “partly by the treatment of Jewish 
friends in Berlin.” The persecution of the Jews, he declared, was 
against all Christian feeling and ideas of justice.

Portsmouth’s Great Protest. 


Over 1,500 persons gathered in the Portsmouth Guildhall last 
week to hear representatives of every kind of religious thought and 
of political, business and professional life, make a powerful procest 
against the persecution of Jews in Germany. The Lord Mayor 
(Alderman W. A. Billing) presided. 

The Bishop of Portsmouth, moving the resolution, declared that 
every patriotic Englishman was under an obligation to the Jewish 
race for the statesmen which it had contributed to the government 
of this country. “We owe it tothem publicly to dissociate ourselves 
from the violently antagonistic attitude towards them in a great 
country with which we were on friendly relations.” The Jews in 
Germany were now nothing but helots. The worst disgraces of the 
Middle Ages were being revived. It was an offence to civilisa- 
tion that young men and women, old men and children, should be 
hunted out and misused like mad dogs. 

The Hon. Ralph Beaumont, M.P. for Central Portsmouth, assured 
the gathering that they in the House of Commons would do their 
utmost to voice the feeling of horror unanimously expressed in this 
country. The sympathy built up for Germany during the last ten 
years had been completely destroyed. The protests must be 
maintained, 

The support of the Free Churches was conveyed by the Rey. 
A. F. Bridger, and of the Catholics by the Very Rev. Dr. O'Neil. 
Mr. Alec Glassey, for the Post-War Brotherhood Federation, con- 
cluded with a powerful indictment of the “ order of the bludgeon 
and the boot.” 


Special Fund for Refugees in Poland. 

At a meeting of the Executive Council of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations, held last Sunday, Mr. M. Schalit, the 
Hon. Treasurer, reporting on the negotiations between the Federa- 
tion and the Central British Fund with regard to the assistance of 
refugees fleeing to Poland, stated that the Central Fund did not 
consider that the assistance of the refugees came within the terms 
of their trust, and considered it would be in the best interests 
of all if the Federation carried out its own special campaign 
for this purpose. There were already over 3,000 German refugees 
in Poland, he reported, and it was anticipated this number would 
be largely increased, especially as the result of the new German law 
cancelling certificates of citizenship granted since 1918, The 
scheme of relief recently drawn up by Mr. A. M. Kaizer, the General 
Secretary of the Federation, was now being operated by the United 
Relief Committee in Warsaw, but funds were very badly needed to 
permit the work to be fully carried out. On the motion of the 
Chairman, Mr. J. Machower, the meeting resolved to set up a special 
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fund to be known as the “Fund for German Refugees in Poland,” 
and to organise the launching of an immediate campaign.

The boycott of German goods by Jewish business houses in Scotland 
is complete, says the SUNDAY REFERER. Agents in Glasgow representing 
German fancy goods firms and the German light steel industry declare 
that their Jewish trade in Scotland has practically ceased to exist. 

SheMeld steel manufacturers are experiencing a minor boom as a 
result of the transference of Jewish orders from Germany. All branches 
of the trade are said to be affected, and orders have been booked from 
most European countries, Palestine, Egypt, South America, South Africa 
and China. 

Dr. Palanyi, Professor of Physical Chemistry at Berlin University, 
has accepted. a specially-created Professorship at Manchester University. 
Dr. Palanyi was one of the four members of the staff of Berlin University 
who resigned as a protest against the persecutions. 

Dr. E. Altschul, of the German ** Society for Trade Research,’’ has 
been invited by the University of London to undertake a year’s research. 
The University of New York has also made him an offer, to be accepted 
before next year. 

Mr. Rudyard Kipling has banned from his books the Swastika emblem 
which up to now has been the characteristic adornment of their covers. 

An appeal committee was elected to collect donations for the Central 
British Fund at a meeting of the Nottingham Congregation Committee and 
representatives of allcommunal congregations in Nottingham. The appeal 
has been met in a generous manner and monies are being sent to the head 
office by the Treasurer, Mr. C. Kaplowitch. Mr. W. M. Snapper was 
appointed Chairman of the Committee, which comprises Messrs. Ryons, 
Rabinovitch, E. A. Silverberg, J. Levin, J. N. Land, 8. Angel and A. Gold, 
with Mr. A. Lassman as Hon. Secretary. 

A meeting convened by the Bradford Appeal Committee was held iast 
Sunday at the Jewish Institute, under the Chairmanship of the Rev. J. 
Israeistam and addressed by Professor S. Brodetsky. Up to date the 
response of members of the local Community totals over £3500, and the 
canvass will be continued. The Committee, which is representative of 
both Congregations and other Jewish organisations consists of Messrs. J. 
Hirschel and M. Levin (Joint Chairmen); J. Morris and Oswald M. Stroud

the German persecutions. 

A Supplementary Bulletin No. 2, on the Persecutions of the Jews in 
Germany, has been issued by the Joint Foreign Committee of the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, under the editorship of Mr 
Leonard Stein, and contains fresh evidence of persecution accumulated 
since the issue of the previous pamphlet. It notes the special intensity of 
the drive against the educated classes and reproduces copies of anti 
Jewish certificates and questionnaires.

Menacing Growth of Nazi Movement. 


Hitler's Tentacles Reaching into Poland. 
GERMAN PENETRATION—BUT NOT PEACEFUL, 
[From our Correspondent.—W arsaw-| 


There has recently been formed in Poland a National Socialist 
Party with a full Hitler programme of Jewish repression. Its central 
offices are at Kattowice, a large industrial centre on the German 
boundary in which town its first congress was held last week-end. 
So far,the movement has about 80,000 followers, but it is antici- 
pated that its growth will be speedy in view of the large number of 
Germans residing there. 

The Party has its organised storm troops, who wear a dark 
cherry-red shirt, and—in view of the. fact that the swastika is 
forbidden in Poland—the party badge is a lightning flash. The 
uplifted arm is the salute, and the call is “ Forward!” 

The aim of the organisation as set out in its literature, is to 
build up a Polish State on Nazi principles, that is “A pure State 
without Jews and other non-Slavonik and non-Aryan elements.” 
Article 10 of the programme calls upon all members “ to fight and 
work for a great national socialistic Poland in which Jews and other 
non-Slavs and non-Aryans shall have no rights.” 

Hitler the Virtual Leader. 

I have been in conversation with a number of the leading Nazis 
over the telephone and put several questions to them. I asked was 
Hitler their leader, and was told: “Spiritually, yes. Our party is 
based on his principles and aims at the same goal.” When I pressed 
the question of leadership, I was told: “ At the present moment we 
cannot answer that question; it is a matter for the consideration of 
our leaders. We may probably decide not to have one leader, but 
hand the whole party affairs over to the management of a committee 
on the lines of a cabinet. From this cabinet the future Government 
will be formed.” 

Their attitude to the Jews, I was told, is the same as Hitler's, 
“but we may not adopt the same violent methods as the Nazis did 
in Germany. In any case we shall deprive them of their rights, as 
only pure Slav and Aryan elements can be faithful members and 
citizens of our State. We shall see that the Jews are pushed out from 
the cultural life of Poland and also from the trade and finance of the 
country. But we may be able to accomplish all this without employing 
illegal or violent methods.” ‘“‘ How, then, will you manage it?” I 
asked. “ We know how we shall do it when the time comes,” was 
the answer. 

It was anticipated that Poland would be the first country to 
follow Hitler's lead and establish a Nazi movement, and there is 
little cause for wonder that its membership increases rapidly. The 
immediate question is, what will the Polish Government do? It 
must have learned by this time, as the Jews have, that if it does not 
want Hitlerism to spread, steps must be taken at once to deal with 


the movement. 

Wohin ? 

Or, The Bridge of Sighs! 
| A temporary solution of Jewry’s age-old problem was found by 

Kiwe Rosenfeld, a Polish Jew, who sat in the middle of the bridge 
over the River Olsa, dividing Czech from Polish territory. Rosen- 
feld had resided in Czechoslovakia for many years, but was recently 
expelled as an undesirable alien. The Polish frontier guards would 
not allow him to pass as his papers were not in order, so he 
stayed in the “no man’s land” in between, being provided with a 
chair and the barest creature comforts and staying there twenty-four 
hours. He has resumed his wanderings, however, as he was handed 
back to the Czechoslovak authorities.

Academic Assistance Council. 


Practical Work for German Jewish Scientists. 
[From Our Correspondent._-AMSTERDAM, 


From the Committee of Dutch University Professors working 
in the interests of Jewish professors, graduates and students 
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The Hon. Treas., St. Dunstan's Headquarters, 
Inner Circle, Regent's Park, London, N.W., 
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who have been obliged to flee from Germany and are now 
residing in Holland, has been constituted an Academic 
Assistance Council for the purpose of extending practical assist. 
ance to the victims of the Nazi Government. A “ University 
Fund” is being established to secure the wherewithal by which a 
certain number of research workers and others will be maintained 
and be afforded the opportunity of furthering their scientific work 
until suitable positions are found for them in Holland or elsewhere. 

For the moment the scheme provides for annual grants 
averaging 3,000 guilders for three years for some ten Jewish 
professors and scientists. To give full etfect to this scheme a fund, 
amounting to 100,000 guilders, will be required, The Council have 
already been able to make a start im the direction indicated,

“Protocols of Zion’ Confiscated. 


Stopping the Nazi Rot. 


Following the distribution in Basle and other towns in 
Switzerland of copies of the notorious “Protocols of the Elders of 
Zion,” counsel appeared before the Basle Law Court and asked for 
the confiscation of the Protocols, because they are insulting to the 
Jewish citizens and stir up feeling against a large body of citizens. 
He produced evidence to show that the document has been proved 
to be a forgery. The Court thereupon ordered the confiscation and 
prohibition of the Protocols. Two officials of the Criminal Police 
immediately went to the office of the Basle Group of the anti 
Semitic National Front. and, after a search, seized 761 copies of the 
Protocols found on the premises. 

Action has been taken against the local leaders of the Nationa! 
Front, Zander and Ruesegger, and against the publisher, the anti 
Semitic HAMMER VERLAG in Munich.

DISPLACED ARABS BOGEY DISPOSED OF, 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent.] 


No opportunity arose during the Colonial debate last Friday for 
discussing the statement made by the Colonial Secretary, Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister, in respect of the Palestine Loan, as the fev 
available hours were occupied mainly with other matters which 
had been raised in the Minister's opening statement. There was 
no indication in his speech of -any intention of implementing the 
declared wish of the British people to facilitate the entry of as large a 
number as possible of German Jewish refugees into Palestine, and this 
phase of the Palestine question is likely to be raised again as soon as a 
suitable opportunity presents itself. 

The statement that only 889 Arab familics had been registered as 
displaced, by the Tribunal investigating the claims in Palestine. has 
removed all doubts from the minds of the majority of those members who 
were inclined to be impressed by the extrentist and alarmist conclusions 
expressed in the official reports of previous ‘‘ expert '’ emissaries. Hopes 
are entertained in the House that the “ displaced Arabs’’ bogey wil! 
now be finally banished from Palestinian discussions. 

I gather that the officers of the Parliamentary Palestine Committec 
are not satisfied with the vague nature of the distribution of the Loan. and 
that steps will be taken by them to urge the claims of the Jews in an 
equitable manner in this respect. The French Report was made avail- 
able to the public on the same day as the announcement of the Loan. 
A fairly accurate estimate of the major recommendations contained 
in these reports was formed in Parliamentary circles some time since, 
and their publication has, in consequence, aroused little interest outside 
the group of Members especially interested in Palestine affairs.

MANCHESTER. 
—— 
Lord Melchett's Visit. 


From our Correspondent. | 


Lord Melchett, President of the Maccabi World Union of Jewish 
Sports Organisations, spent last Sunday in Manchester as the guest 
ofthe local Bar-Cochba Association. In the morning he visited the 
Talmud Torah where he was welcomed by Mr. S. H. Steinart. the 
President, and Mr. E. Raffles, the Treasurer. Mr. Steinart recalled 
that Lord Melchett's father had expressed his belief in the work of 
the Talmud Torahs as the practical application of Judaism. They 
were more than happy to weleome their guest, who was carrying on 
so worthily the traditions of his father. 3 

In responding, Lord Melchett said he admired greatly the work 
carried on in that Talmud Torah, as well as in other similar 
institutions in the country. He added: “ Now, when the Jewish 
question is so much to the forefront, and in view of the troubles 
abroad, the renaissance of Jewry in our ancestral home has a great 
significance for every Jew. The revival of Hebrew as a living tongue 
is a miracle, for it is proving the unifying force in World Jewry. 
The work of the Hebrew teachers down the ages in keeping alive 
our sacred tongue has therefore a deeper meaning than is at first 
sapparent, and the fruits of that loving labour are now being 
reaped by this generation in Palestine.” 

An enthusiastic greeting was given by the children assembled 
in the hall, and Lord Melchett was received by the Principal, 
Dr. I. W. Slotki. Three boys welcomed his lordship, in Hebrew, 
composed by themselves. Lord Melchett said he was impressed by 
the sound knowledge of the children. He hoped each boy and girl 
would join the Maccabi sports movement. The chief thing they 
must remember was that they had to be good Englishmen and 
Englishwomen, but to be so they must first of all be good Jews. 

Accompanied by Dr. Lelewer (the Chairman of the Maccabi 
Executive Committee), his lordship visited the Three Courts Tennis 
Club and was entertained there totea. Mr. Maurice Tyler welcomed 
the visitors. Lord Meichett said be was glad to note the Club's 
success, and he hoped all Jewish sporting associations would join 
the Maccabi Union. The youth of Jewry were first-class athletes; 
and in some places, particularly Vienna and Rumania, the premier 
football teams were, Jewish. Dr. Lelewer expressed the hope that 
the Maccabi movement would grow, as it was an association uniting 
Jews of all countries. A tennis match which was played between 
Three Courts and the London Bar-Cochba was won by the latter. 

A visit was also paid to the Waterpark Club. Broughton, where 
a welcome was extended by Mr. Isidore Sandler. Further visits 
were made to the Garden Party held by the South Manchester 
Ladies’ Zionist Society in Didsbury, at the home of Mrs. Berwitz, 
wnd the Whitefield Golf Club. Lord Melchett was received at 
Whitefield by Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Cohen. 

In honour of Lord Melchett and other visitors of the Maccabi, 
a dinner was given by. the local Bar-Cochba Association at the 
Midland Hotel, at which Councillor Mrs. Sarah Laski presided. She 
welcomed Lord Melchett as President .of the Maccabi World 
(Cnion of Jewish Sports Organisations and as a full member 


of the Jewish Community. There was, she said, an element 
of team work in sport which brought out the best in an indivi- 
dual, and made for high principle and comradeship. It was 


more important now than ever for the Jewish youth of the 
world to band themselves together, in order to be of some 
assistance to their poor defenceless brethren in Germany. Lord 
Melchett outlined the origin and growth of the Maccabi movement. 
While for centuries past, he said, the Jews had been among the mot 
highly developed peoples of the world, they had lacked, through 
force of circumstances only, that physical development essential 
for a great people. ‘They had lost many cf those physical qualities 
which had enabled them to get and hold theircountry. They should 
he proud to be alive to-day to see a Jewish renaissance taking place. 
Lord Melchett praised the group of enthusiasts in Manchester. 
The Maceabi movement was the means of infusing that same spirit 
n Jews that public schools and universities have infused in English- 
men. “A gman,” he said, * who is not first a good Jew can never be a 
xood Englishman, or anything else that is good. That is the first 
foundation of character. If he is not sound there, nothing else he does 
will be good, true, sweet or beautiful.” It was his earnest wish that 
Kngland would send a team to the forthcoming Maccabi Games at 
Czernowicz—a team of which he and all of them could be proud. 

Dr. Lelewer said that in the Maccabi movement, they would not 
only have a sports movement but a strong, vigorous group who 
would help to build their National Home as an example to the 
whole world. 

Mr. Nathan Laski appealed for support for the Association. He 
welcomed Lord Melchett and expressed confidence in his future 
public career. 

Mr. N. I. Adler proposed the health of Mrs. Laski, and paid 
tribute to her great work in the Community. In responding, Mrs. 
Laski announced that £100 had been raised as a result of the 
evening's appeal. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, a film of the Tel-Aviv Maccabiah 
of last year was shown to the guests. 


Fresh Air Home and School. 


Over 200 people attended the Annual Meeting of the Jewish 
Fresh Air Home and School at Delamere, Cheshire, last Sunday, at 
which Mrs. D. Quas-Cohen presided. Miss Margaret Langdon, Hon. 
Secretary, presented the Report. Speaking for the Board of Manage- 
ment, she thanked all the supporters for their help. They saw in 
that Home, she said, the miracle by which miserable, suffering 
little children became strong, healthy alert boys and girls. It was 
just a question of the correct routine, the careful, open-air life and 
prepared dietary, coupled with the able and loving care of the staff. 
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Miss Langdon gave a résumé of the healthy routine of the Home 
and School, and spoke of the Hebrew training received by the 
children. She thanked the many helpers of the Home, and she 
specially mentioned Miss Mathilde Marks who had given £250 for 
naming a bed, and the Aid Societies in North Manchester, Sedgley 
Park, South Manchester and the Provincial Independent Tontine 
Society. 

Mr. Alexander Levy, the Treasurer, presented the accounts and 
paid a tribute to Mr. Martin Ellinger, for his past services as 
Treasurer. The expenditure showed a saving on the previous vear, 
but 26s. per week for each child was needed. The Income was 
unsatisfactory, the annual subscriptions at £501 having declined 
almost fifty per cent. since 1926. jut for the help of the Aid 
Societies they might have had to curtail part of their activities, and 
he thanked the Red Rose Cricket Club and Mrs. D. Quas-Cohen, whose 
organisation of the annual theatrical performance had brought in 
£328. The dance had realised £167, other special efforts over £80; 
and the box collections amounted to £144. They were faced with a 
deficit of over £500. 

A silver cup presented to the box-holders contributing the 
largest sum, was won for the second year in succession by Messrs.

Talmud Torah. 


From our Correspondent. | 


The Executive of the Institution has for a long time past been 
harassed with anxiety in regard to its depleted financial status. 
Whereas until recently the enthusiasm of all sections of the local 
Community was great enough to support the Talmud Torah, 
apparently things have so far changed that all that can now 
be hoped for-is a bare “hand to mouth” existence, and even 
this is now in jeopardy. Various new schemes have from time 
to time been introduced for augmenting the income but so far 
without success. At the last meeting of the Council of the Talmud 
Torah, however, a new scheme was introduced by Mr. Max Nathan 
which it is hoped will achieve some financial improvement. Mr. 
Nathan has worked out a plan which he calls ~ A Desk Endowment 
Scheme whereby,on paymentof a certain suma desk may be endowed 
in the name of the donor. It is further proposed that when a com. 
plete number of desks are acquired a special service of consecration 
should be held at the Talmud Torah, thus giving to the Community 
some additional publicity of the work done by the Talmud Torah, 
and at the same time stimulating further generosity on the part of 
the members of the local Jewish population. At any rate, it is 
confidently anticipated that should this scheme be a success, it will 
result in at least wiping off the present accumulated deficit. It is 
appropriate to observe that whilst all these ways and means for 
securing additional support to the Talmud Torah have been tried at 
different periods in the past, there is one avenue that has so far 
not been explored; that is the feasibility of raising funds by impos. 
ing a “per-capita” charge on the seat rentals of the members of 
the numerous Synagogues and Chevras in the city. This system 
would imply that each of the latter religious institutions would 
levy on its members a small appropriate weekly or annual sum in 
midition to the ordinary seat rentals. While it is quite likely that 
an innovation of this kind would not at first meet with unanimous 
approval, there is yet a great possibility that in the course ofa 
comparatively short time, the general population would see how 
large a sum would accrue to the Talmud Torah. A scheme of this 
kind would have further advantage in that it would place an 
important and indispensable institution like the Talmud Torah on a 
more solid and permanent basis and relieve it of the haphazard and 
precarious system of support upon which it has unfortunately had 
to depend hitherto.

THE DISTILLERS 
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Urgent Need for Reduction of Spirit Duty. 


Chairman’s Appeal to the Chancellor. 


The Fifty-sixth Annual General Meeting of The Distillers Company, Ltd., wae: held 
in the North British Station Hotel, Edinburgh, on Friday, July 14th, when Mr. William H, 
Ross, Chairman of the Company, presided, 

The Chairman said: 

My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen,—The Annual Report of the Directors with Statement 
of Accounts has been in your hands for about a fortnight; and if, as I believe. you have etudied 
this document with the usual care which such documents deserve, I shall have the less 
hesitation in asking you now to hold the Report as read. Lam quite sure that your perusal 
of the Report would Increase the satisfaction which you must have felt when the announce- 
ment appeared in the Press that the Directors had agreed to recommend the same rate of 
dividend as was paid in the previous year. I hope to show you that in some respecte the 
Company's position has been improved during the past twelve months. but he would be a 
bold min who would prophesy that this improvement will be increased or even maintained 
so long as the world’s condition remains as unsatisfactory as it is. During the past vear 
we have scen one of the principal European nations place in power a virtual Dictator, who 
is determined that no other views than his own will hold sway in that country, 


GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES. 

It is quite possible that such a method of government is the best that could be adopted 
to bring back Germany to a full appreciation of its duties and its obligations, but I venture 
to suggest that such methods as have been and are still being applied under the new regime 
mist cause an uncomfortable feeling in the minds of other nations. even bevond the confines 
of Europe. But this was not the only startling development the world witnessed during 
the past-year. Another country which has been noted for its democratic principles since 
it: earliest days, viz., the U.S.A., had given autocratic powers to ite new President, such 
as no previous President has ever wielded. Fortunately, the power given in thie case is 
being more m xlerately exercised, so far as America itself is concerned, than has been the case 
with the European Power referred to, although the effect upon other nations is not exactly 
tranquilising. But the fact that such drastic powers are necessary only confirms the unstable 
eonditions in which the world at present finds itself. In addition to these two examples 
witich | have given, we have witnessed the transit of statesmen from one country to another 
by land, sea and air, with the object of patching up conditions for the betterment of the 
world in general, 

THE VALUE OF CONFERENCES. 

Finally, we have had conferences of various kinds and varying importance leading up 
to the greatest conference of all, which is now sitting in London, and which has been described 
as the firat Parliament embracing members from practically every nation of the world. These 
international conferences, if properly approached by the individual members, may de much 
te rub off the ragged edges of controversy, between different nations, while Governments 
miy do much nationally for the benefit of theirown people. But when these benefits have been 
assessed at their fullest value I venture tothink that the biggest share of any improvement in 
trade must be evolved fromthe work and brains of those engaged in the industries concerned, 


TARIFFS. THE BALANCING FACTOR. 

Such questions as adjustments of war debts, stabilisation of currencies and tariff barriers 
of all kinds must of necessity be dealt with internationally, but surely over-production and 
raising of wholesale prices are matters which come more within the provinces of the industries 
e meerned, unless where Government aid is desired, In regard to tariffs, | made reference 
in my address to the shareholders two years ago, before the new fiscal policy of the Govern- 
ment had been adopted, that the safest principle to apply in this matter was to standardise 
tariffs in such a way as to place each country as near as possible on the same plane tor 
competing against each other. There is no good in thinking that we can prevent the flow 
of trade between one country and another, but what manutacturers do require is some pro- 
tection against the better conditions applying in a competitive country as compared with 
the conditions which apply in their own. In other words, tariffs should be the balancing 
factor between one country and another. This would rule out all proposals for a general 
tariff or for giving a mo:st-favoured-nation clause to cortain countries, and would point to 
the method now being adopted of arranging bi-lateral agreements with each country separately. 
Th:se agreements presumably would come within the province of the Board of Trade, but 
should be made in close collaboration with the members of the Tariff Advisory Committee, 


PROVIDING WHISKY WITH MATURITY. 

Turning from theae generalities, | would now like to refer to the course of our trade 
during the past year and particularly to the methods adopted by the Company and others 
in dealing with over-production. I think I have already referred in previous years to the 
difficulty which distillers have, compared with minufacturers of most.other commodities, 
in deciding on the actual quantity of spirits to produce in any one year for beverage purposes. 
As you are aware, in the year 1915 a regulation was passed which provided that no spirits 
should be cleared from bond for use as whisky until they hal attained three years of age. 
Up to that year I am afraid considerable quantities of spirits had found their way into con- 
sumption at a much younger age, although even at that time the practice had become fairly 
prevalent for the proprietors of the principal standard brands maturing their whisky for a 
considerably longer period. That practice has increased as years have gene on, and to-day 
1 am certain the average age of whisky sold to the public is greater than at any former period, 
It is this circumstance that mikes it so difficult to assess what will be the actual needs of the 
w }>lesale trade six, cigh', or even ten years hence, especially when added to the usual ups 
and downs of good or bad trade we are subject to such violent increases in the rates of duty 
as took place in the ease of our own product during the years 1918, 1919 and 1920. When 
these enormous duties were placed upon us we were led to believe that they were exceptional 
War taxes which would undoubtedly be removed at the earliest opportunity, and, acting 
on such a belief, provision had to be made for the usual demand likely to arise in the years 
ahead, 


| DISTILLING PROSPECTS. 

At the close of the war well over 109 distilleries in Scotland alone prepared to resume 
work and replenish the stocks which had beon depleted during the previous two years when 
distilling was closed down completely. The fact that these distilleries were largely in private 
hands made it difficult for the necessary control to be exercised until the stocks on hand 
had reached exesssive proportions, but for the last few years wiser influences have prevailed 
and this aggregation of stocks was chocked, and in the year to March Sist, 1932, a reduction 
in the stocks in*Scotland of over four-and-achalf gillons was effected. The figures 
for year ending March 31st, 1933, are not yet available, but estimates point to the Scotch 
whisky stocks being reduced during the year by from seven to eight million gallons. This 
has only been accomplished by very drastic action on the part of this Company, and many 
of the other Scotch distillers in closing entirely most of their distilleries for a season. Whether 
similar drastic action will be found necessary in the coming season is still uncertain, but the 
hope is that at all events a sm ul proportion of the distilleries may be set to work for a limited 
period, and so provide work for miny who are unemployed, as well as provide a market for 
barley grown in the North of Scotland. 


IS CONSUMPTION BEING STABILISED? 

Continuing my comparison as to the course of trade, it is satisfactory to note that the 
consumption of Scotch whisky in the home market, which has been tending progressively 
dowawards since the year 1920, when the Spirit Duty was increased from 50s. to 72s. 6d, per 
proof gallon, has recently shown more convincing signs of stabilisation at the very low level 
to which it has now fallen.’ It is true that the overhead consumption for the Government 
financial year ended March Slat, 1933, still showed a reduction of a little over 33,000 proof 


gall ne from the pres ious year, but the improve ment is emphasise dl whe n it ia ae n that the 
last six months of the year with one exception have shown increases and that the net 
increase for that period was close upon 245,000 gallons. It was disappointing, however, to 
find the financial year 1935-34 start off with a decline during April, once more casting doubt 
upon the budding hope that the proverbial turning in the long lane of depression had at 
length been reached, 


INDUSTRIAL SPIRIT TRADE INCREASING, 

As if to compensate us for the loss we have sustained in the turnover of spirits for 
heverage purpoves, we have had a welcome addition to our trade in industrial «pirite which 
has shown an increase for the last two or three years. It must be borne in mind, however. 
that this trade has been largely secured at a low margin of profit in order to foster new 
industries hav ing ak ohol as their base. It does not. therefore. follow that an inercase of one 
million gallons in industrial spirit trade goes very far in making up for the loses of profit on 
a similar quantity of spirits sold for beverage purposes, but every little helps in these 
difficult times. 

Our sales of Yeast for the past year have been more than fully maintained, and although 
we can trace no miterial benefit from the imposition of a moderate tariff on yeast imported 
inte.this country, this has certainly had the effect of stopping the dumping of some of the 
cheaper veasts from the Continent which were disturbing price levels. 

The Solvent works at Hull, in which we have a controlling interest, now show much 
healthier signs of a revival in trade, and we are hopeful that this will continue throughout 
this and succeeding vears, 


CONDITIONS IN AUSTRALIA, 


My review of our trade would not. be complete without a reference to our Australian 
and Canadian interests. In the docket attached to the Balance Sheet and signed on behalf 
of the Directors, it .s stated that the accounts in connection with one Australian Company 
had not been received when this Balance Sheet was drawn up. These accounta have «ines 
come to hand. and although they do not point to any great prosperity. which the conditions 
in Australia did not lead us to expect, the P. & L. Account shows, at any rate. a balance on 
the right side The distillery, which we joined with other Australian interests in erecting, 
and which was opened in March, 1929, has not vet reached the stage when the whisky can 
bn pl iced on the market with the requisite age, but it is satisfactory to note that the profit 
on sales of epirites for gin-making alone are now sufficient to take care of the standing and 
current charges tor the whole distillery Il fear that little progress in prot making has been 
made at Sarina Distillery, in Queensland, which is providing spirit for fuel purposes, as trade 
in that part of the Commonwealth still remains much below par, 


CANADA AND THE U.S.A. 

Coming next to Canada, the prospects in this country. which were so bright a year or 
two ago for our minufacturing units situated at Montreal and Waterloo, received a severe 
check by reason of a price war which broke out amongst the distillers, who were faced with 
an over-production similar to what we had experienced in this country. Attempts have been 
made to bring about a better understanding amongst the contending parties, and our Managing 
Director (Mr. Herd), along with another of our Direetors (Mr. Wilkinson), should arrive in 
Canada to-day to investigate the position on our behalf and see what can be done to restore 
peace 

While these gentlemen are on the other side of the Atlantic they have been asked alko 
to visit the United States and glean what information they can asa to the prospeets of the 
repeal of Prohibition as affecting spirits, and the means to be adopted for securing some benefit 
to this Company if and when such a change takes place. 


SUBSTANTIAL DEPRECIATION APPROPRIATIONS. 

I now wish to deal with the principal item: in the Balance Sheet which call for epecial 
attention, and will first take the credit side. The Property Accounts have, as asual, been very 
drastically written down, as set out in the body of the Report, and I may say that for the 
past eight years no less a sum than £1,160,000 has been written off these Accounts, bringin’ 
the fizure down to less than 50 per cent, of the total value standing in the books cight yeara 
ago, despite the additions which have since been made. It is hardly likely that this rate of 
depreciation will have to be continued in future years, and any saving in this direction will 
acerue to the benefit of future profits. The next figure | would call attention to is the increase 
in the sum against Sundry Investments, which this year includes the purchase of £750,000 
of various British Government Stocks. In addition to these, sundry small investments wer» 
acquired, which appear in one or other of the Investment item;s, while liberal depreciation, 
where found desirable, was allowed for in the same accounts. The nett result in the Inveat- 
ment Accounts is an increase of £652,300. The usual survey of these Accounts has been made 
by the Directors and an estimate of their present value on 4 conservative basis arrived at, 
which shows a comfortable margin in hand over the book value. 


DEBENTURES PAID OFF, 

Turning now to the Current and Loan Accounts with Subsidiary and Associated Com- 
panies, which appear on both sides of the Balance Sheet, the nett result, compared with last 
year, shows that the Parent Company is carrying an increased debit of about £285,000. The 
only other item which calls for special comment is that of Cash in Bank and in Hand, which 
shows a decrease of £380,426, which is more than counter-balanced by the investments made 
in Government Securities. Notwithstanding we have paid off a large Debenture debt of 
our owa and assisted the Walker Company in a like operation, we are still left with the large 
sum of fully £2,500,000, and your Directors are carefully watching for an opportunity of finding 
an inveatment for a portion of this amount. 

Coming now to the debit side of the Balance Sheet, the Share liability remains unaltered, 
but, as you will have seen from the Annual Report, the redemption of the £450,000 Mortgage 
Debenture Stock (1887 issue) was provided for on May 15th last, and any sum not claimed 
at that date was transferred to Sundry Creditors. This item, therefore, no longer appears 
in the Balance Sheet. 

The remiining item of £1,568,349 on the debit side shows an increase of about £46,000 
over the corresponding figures in the previous accounts, which is more than accounted for 
by the increase in amount placed to Income Tax Reserve. The principal ‘sum in this item, 
however, is the Reserve for Stock Suspense, which amounts to over £1,000,000, and which I 
shall refer to later. 

Referring now to the Profit and Loss Account, you will find that, including Registration 
Fees, the gross revenue is £1,850,796 6s. 4d., and after we take therefrom the ordinary debits 
for Charges, Debenture Interest and Directors’ Fees there remains a nett profit of 
£1,769,127 17s. 6d., which compares with £1,758,869 3s., or an inerease for the year of 
£10,258 14s. 6d. The Directors, however, have thought it advisable to write off the whole 
of the premium, namely, £45,000, on the redemption of the Mortgage Debenture Stock issue, 
which converts the increase of £10,258 14s. 6d. into a decrease of £34,741 5s. 6d, 


SUSPENDED PROFITS CONSTITUTE ADDITIONAL RESERVE, 


Some surprise may be evinced on learning that even although so many of our distilleries 
have been closed it has been found poasible to maintain our profits at the previous year’s 
level. The explanation is simple, when you take into account the conservative basis upon 
which the profits have always been calculated and the care which the Direetors have shown 
that the expenses should bear a certain relation to the business done. It will alkeo be fe- 
membered that I have explained on various occasions that profits have not been taken on 
sales of new whisky by the Parent Company to its Subsidiaries until these transactions have 
been completed by the resale by the latter to the consumer. From this it will be understood 
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that the effect of amalzam«ting our business with several large Blending Houses, as was done 
in 1925 and later. actually told adversely on our profits during the years which followed, 
as while all new whisky sold to such firms thereafter was charged at full prices, the estimated 
profit on same was written bax k toa Saspense Account and not included in the sum available 
for distribution during these vears rhe past year was the first vear since 1925 that it has 
been found admis«ible to bring any puttion of these suspended profits into our P. & L. Account. 
and # is this cireumetance which has greatly helped us to bear the reduction in manufacturing 
profit during the year under review. I think it well that you should have this explanation. 
as the fand in question will now beeume available for writing back into our profits cach year 
to the extent of the «uspended profits applicable to the goods resold. 

It ie customary to refer in appreciative term: to the services rendered by the staffs o| 
the Parent and Associated Companies at home and abroad, and in again giving expression 
to the thanks of the Directors and Shareholders | would emphasise that this is no mer:

THE ENASPERATING 


SPIRIT DUry, 


I am afraid I moist run the risk of wearving vou on a subject which I have touched upen 
in mv address almiset every vear since | have had the honour of occupying the position of 
Chairman I refer to the exasperating duty to which our main pr duct has been subject 
aince the close of the War in 1918, and which exist« until the present day. I dealt with this 
matter last vear very fally from & variety of angies. but this year 1 mean only to touch upon 
it from the standpoint of a Scottish industry which, mainly through theese high duties, has 
been reduced te one-third of it« previous volume, and which seems te receive no consideration 
éther from the Government er from the representatives which Scotland sends to Parliament 
te look after ite notional interests. I would like to congratulate the Brewers most heartily 
on their snccess in obtaining a reducti m of the dut on beer in the last Budget. Teast i wotld 
like aleo to ask on what principle the same consideration is denied to «pirite. The Chancelio 
ofthe Exchequer wave as his reason for mitigating tire taxation on beer that the last imposition 
on that article had not vielded the results expected, and he had, therefore. to admit that 
the taxation of this article had been carried tes far. How does he reconcile this argument 
with the treatment meted out to spirits? In the vear ending March 3ist, 1920, the revenue 
derived from spirits, charged at the rate of 50s. per gallon duty, provided a sum of £42,600,000, 
while the revenue for the year ending March Sist. 1955, with a duty of 72s. 6d. per galion, 
provides only roughly £30,300,000, or a reduction of over £12,000,000. Surely this points, 
if anything can, to the conclusion that the rate of duty has execeded the economic level. 


OVER-TAXATION OF DISTILLING INDUSTRY. 


I know the views of tectotallere on this matter. and would gladiv answer them at the 
proper time and place, but meantime | am drawing attention to the effect on the Govern- 
ment’s finances, and aleo te the strangulation of cur industry which is of the greatest moment 
to wide areas of Scotland where other industries cannot take its place. I know aleo that it 
has been contended that an indnetry with a dividend record like that of our Company over 
a long period of vears deserves no commiseration. Is it then to be accounted a crime or a 
justification for imposing penal taxation when. a Company is able by prudence, foresight. 
initiative and enterprise to evercome its difficulties. and is it onlv when an industry is less 
successful in applying these methods that it deserves sympathy and help to prevent its final 
extinction ? I have attempted to show vou that only by conservative methods of fnance 
and placing aside reserves for every possible contingency have we been able to sail the 
turbulent waters of the past few rears with so little disturbance to our Shareholders’ interests, 


IMPORTANCE OF PRICE MAINTENANCE. 


I do not think [I am placing the claims of this Company too high when I say that but 
for ite pelicy in the pest-war vears of abeerbing a large namber of the distilleries. both grain 
and malt. situated in various parts of the United Kingdom. and later of amalgamating with 
the principal companies owning the standard brands of Scotch whisky (thus giving us a very 
substantial voice in the centrol of both the manniacturing and distributing sections of our 
trade), it would have been impessible te avoid a debacic in prices and therefore of profits. 
which are the usual accompaniments of a declining turnover. We resisted all attempts to 
force down prices to unremunerative levels, knowing that without a redaction in the duty 
the benefit ta the consumer would have been negligible. while the result to the manufacturing 
and wholesale trade would have been ruinous 


APPEAL TO THE CHANCELLOR, 


It was noticeable in the discussion on the beer duty in the House of Commons that only 
one Scottish Member had the courage to claim equal consideration for Scotch whisky. We 
hear of Our Scottish representatives and other Nationalists busying themselves im trying 
to found new industries in Scotland where neither location nor market is in their favour. 
while at the sam: time they do nothing to save an old-egtablished national industry already 
provided with the necessary capital and organisation, and which provides suitable employ- 
ment in districts where it is desirable our population should be placed. 

[ appeal, therefore. once mote to the Chancellor of the Exchequer to view our case 
sympathetically, and trust that when the next Budget is produced our just claims will receive 
the support of all Seottish and many other Members of Parliament. 

CONVERTING SHARES INTO STOCK. 

You have been advised that a Motion is to be submitted to the Meeting for the purpose 
of converting the Company's issued Preference and Ordinary shares of £1 each into Stock 
of a like amount. As the Directors consider that the distinctive numbering of shares offers 
Shareholders no additional protection, they recommend that, in ordeT to save ummeceasary 
labour and expense. the present issued Share Capital of the Company be converted into an 
equivalent amount of Capital Stock. The respective rights of the Shareholders will be entirely 
unaffected. Each present £1 Preference or Ordinary share will. an conversion. be repre- 
sented by £1 of Preference or Ordinary Stock. which will be transferable im multiples of £1. 
and will b> quoted on this basis on the various Stock Exchanges on which the shares at present 
have a quotation. Share Certificates will not be called in. but. on these coming at any time 
inte the Company's hands. Stock Certificates will be issued in their place. 

In conclusion, [ have much pleasure in moving the adoption of the Report, which recom- 
mends the payment of the usual dividend on the Preference shares and of a final dividend 
on the Ordinary shares of 10 per cent., less tax. which, with the interim dividend already 
paid, makes a total dividend for the year on those shares of 17) per cent., leaving a sum of 
£263,421 2s. to carry forward to the current vear. (Applause.) 

Sir Alexander Walker, K.B.E., seconded, and the Report was unanimously adopted,

PALESTINE POTASH LIMITED. 


Report by M. A. Novomeysky, M.Inst.M.M., the Managing Director, sub- 
mitted to the Third Annual General Meeting on May 18th, 1933: The present 
Report covers the third vear of the Company's existence, i.e.. from Ist January 
to 3ist December, 1932.

Over 100,000 tons of crude Potash 
Salts (Carnallite) were precipitated in the pans by solar evaporation and 
harvested. Both the Potash and Bromine factories were working three shifts 
throughout the whole year and the total production was dis of. A great 
deal of experience was gained in the course of the year in the harvesting of 
large —— of Carnallite from the evaporation pans, and the refining of 
crude Potash Salts into a high grade product and the manufacture and refining 
of Bromine. 430 workmen, Jews and Arabs—the latter in equal propor- 
tions from Palestine and Trans-Jordan—were in the Company's emplovment 
by the end of the year. Housing accommodation, including water electric 
light, is rided by the Company for the workmen free of charge. A canteen 
set P by the Company supplies all meals to the workmen at fixed rates. 
Health conditions have continued to be satisfactory throughout the year. In 
view of the satisfactory results of the vear's apemsions, a further increase of 

ene pe fant and an issue of new capital of £147,000 were decided upon by 
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Investments and Securities. 


BY OUR CITY EDITOR, 

General conditions in the stock markets are a great deal more 
satisfactory than they were a week ago. The wild speculation in 
doubtful shares has abated. Evidently the 
public has realised the dangers created by the indiscriminate specu. 
lation which was in progress at this time last week. There is now 
agentiine investment demand for good-class securities. Application 
lists for the £600,000 Booth’s Distilleries 5 per cent. Debenture stock 
at par. mentioned here last week, had to be closed shortly after 
Opening as the issue was heavily over-subscribed. Other good-class 
stocks are well favoured, while there is investment buying of 
ordinary shares in reliable British companies on the part of those 
who visualise increased dividends as the result of better trade con 
ditions.

Plenty of Money. 


Money has been lent in the short loan market at 2s. 6d. per 
cent. Such loans are only on a day-to-day arrangement, but the 
fact that financial houses have been forced to accept this extra 
ordinary low rate for their floating supplies of credit ts a reminder 
that the problem of using money still exists. This position, of 
course, results mainly from the unemployment of money through 
depressed trade. While these conditions exist it is hardly likely 
that @ wholesale withdrawal of banking funds from gilt-edged 
securities will be seen. and Government stocks may be expected to 
continue to reflect the monetary position. An important factor in 
the general situation is the continued depreciation of the American 
dollar. The fall has taken the dollar back to its old parity with the 
pound, and the market in ddllars due to the persistent offering of 
the currency is weak. Unless America decides definitely on a 
stabilisation plan, which at the present time seems unlikely, further 
depreciation appears certain.

MORE FAVOURABLE OUTLOOK,

Annual Meeting of this Company was held on June 29th in 


Mr. Theodore Marks, after referring to the great loss the Company hai 
sustained by the deaths of Mr. Rowseil and of the Ear! of Chesterfield, said that 
the total revenne for the vear showed a fall. which, however, had been conside! 
ably compensated for by a savimg im expenditure. With regard to the invest 
ments, the quoted securities, which stood at £797,103, showed a depreciation of 
£172,542, at 3ist Dehember last, but there had been a great improvement in the out 
look since South Africa went off the Gold Standard, and the depreciation had been 
replaced by a substantial appreciation at the end of May last. The position 
to-day was that the investments showed a still greater appreciation over their 
book costs. The accounts did not show results commensurate with the capita! 
of the Company and its varied interests, bat it bad to be remembered that the 
past vear was perhaps one of the worst that the world had gone through during 
our generation. It was most remarkable that so great a difference should have 
come over their fortunes in so short a time as during the six months which had 
elapsed since the accounts were closed. 

COMPANY'S INTERESTS REVIEWED, 

Reviewing the Company's various interests, the Chairman said that for the 
past year Vereeniging Estates, in which they had avery large holding, earne:| 
9 per cent., but it only declared a dividend of 6 per cent., and he anticipate 
that during the current and next few years the dividends would be on an 
increasing scale. In Rhodesia the Lonely Reef Company had recently acquired 
a working option over an interest in the Bernheim Mines, in addition to which 
they had secured a promising new block of claims knownas the “‘ Peter Pan." 
These properties were in process of development, and results so far were mos! 
encouraging. 

During the vear the Company had acquired an interest in the West 
Witwatersrand Areas, Lid., and this year's accounts would reflect profits made 
by their holding im this interest. In addition, the Company had secured 
valuable rights to mimerals on favourable terms over a large tract of territory 
immediately adjoining the Western Extension of the West Witwatersrand 
Company's holdings. 

Since the abandonment of the gold standard by South Africa, there had been 
two important developments which should prove profitable to the Company. 
One was the decision of the Board of the Grootviei Proprietary Mines to sink ® 
vertical shaft on the south-west portion of the property in order to expedite 
the production stage of the mine; and the other was the reconstruction and 
financing of the East Rand Consolidated, Ltd., to which Company they had sold 
the mineral rights of the Farm Viakfontein for 600,000 shares. 

In conclusion, the Chairman said that the Company’s activities were on an 
ever-increasing scale, which he hoped would prove ultimately te be the means 
of establishing a new era of prosperity for the Company. 

The report was unanimously adopted, 
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1932, and by the following December had renovated the existing 
ttructure and added a new wing. As a result the profits for the 
new season rose by over 60 per cent., while there was a striking 
increase in the number of visitors. 


An Influential Board. 


About one quarter of the authorised capital of the Hamei 
Tiberia (Tiberias Hot Springs) Ltd. has already been raised. The 
present issue is made with the object of proceeding with plans for 
erecting, in place of the existing bath, a group of splendid modern 
buildings. This, with the other exceptional advantages of Tiberias 
as a health and pleasure resort, should give the hot springs the 
premier place among the Spas of the Near East. The centre should 
attract a large proportion of the 60,000 tourists who visit Palestine 
every year. There is a very strong Board of Directors under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. J. Gesundheit, of Tel-Aviv, while among the 
Directors are the Viscountess Erleigh and Lt.-Col. F. H. Kisch. 
C.B.E., D.S.0. It is estimated by the Directors that in the first vear 
after the reconstruction, the revenue will increase from £4,500 to 
£18,750, assuring investors a dividend on their stock exceeding 
10 per cent. 

Shipping Results. 

The Directors of Furness Withy and Co., report that the profit 
for the year ended April 30th last was approximately the same as a 
year ago. This is not clear from the accounts, however. which show 
a figure of £379,674 including the transfer of an unstated amount 
from reserve. The corresponding figure last year was £388,421 and 
this was explained at the Meeting to include £100,000 from taxation 
reserve. The final dividend of 1 per cent. now announced makes 
the year’s distribution 3 per cent. against 6 per cent. previously 
but £200,000 is transferred to depreciation against £150,000 last 
year. There remains £145,197 to be carried forward against 
£156,773 brought in. This year’s dividend, it should be noted. is 
paid on an increased capital for the full year. Furness Withy £1 
Ordinary shares are standing at afew pence under par. 


Oil from Coal. 


A great deal of interest is now taken in Imperial Chemical 
Industries £1 ordinary and 1(s: deferred shares. Their market 
prices are around 30s. 3d. and 9s. 5d. respectively. This is due to 
the Government support. for the bydrogenation of coal. Sir Harry 
McGowan, Chairman of the Company, bas stated that research on 
the hydrogenation of coal, tar and other materials has been in pro 
gress for six years. The Company has now authorised a scheme for 
the erection of a large commercial plant at Billingham in Durham, 
where special facilities are available for the process. An initial 
output of 100,000 tons a year of first grade petrol is aimed at. This 
will inean the use of about 1,000 tons of coal a day. The necessary 
capital of about £2,500,000 willbe furnished from the resources of 
the Company, which are ample for the new enterprise as well as fot 
the general business of the undertaking.

COMPANY MEETING. 
COVENT GARDEN PROPERTIES. 


SATISFACTORY VALUATION POSITION, 

The Annual General Meeting of the Covent Garden Properties Co., Ltd., 
was held on July Mth at the Hotel Victoria, London, S.W. 

Mr. Philip E. Hill (the Chairman) said that it was a source of satisfaction 
that the results for the year under review showed a further substantial improve 
ment. The year had been an exceptionally difficult one, with acute depression 
in almost every field of business activity. The result achieved had demon 
strated the soundness of carefully selected properties as ranking amony the 
safest and most attractive objects for the investment of camta!l. Their net 
revenue showed the substantial increase of about £66,000, partly due to con- 
siderable purchases of property in 1931 and 1932, as against which there was a 


corresponding increase in taxation and about £21,000 in interest service on’ 


debenture stock. 

It was satisfactory that the Company’s freehold and leasehold properties, on 
a conservative estimate of present-day values, considerably exceeded the book 
figures. As they were essentially a property Investment company, they had no 
intention of realising that capital improvement. Their main business was to 
a‘iminister their properties with such changes as might from time to time be 
advantageously effected. It would indeed be difficult to select other forms of 
capital investment which, under present-day conditions, would show equally 
results, 

THE PEAK OF DEVELOPMENT, 


In 1934 and 1935 they would be at the peak period of the development of 
their present properties, with new and reconstructed buildings to deal with. 
He was not anticipating that the final result would be anything but entirely 
satisfactory, but during that period while the full interest responsibility would 
be incurred the normal revenue could not be expected. They must, therefore, 
te prepared for the possibility that their net revenue might be somewhat less 
in 1934 and 1935 than in the year just closed.

It was quite impossible in fairness to the 
sPareholders, to continue at a rental which was admittedly only a fraction of 
its trae normal value. But, if either private or public guarantee of an adequate 
nature were forthcoming by which that fine building could continue its time- 
honoured mission, they would be prepared to meet an acceptable tenant not 
only sympathetically but generously. They had quite recently been approached 
by some of the parties more prominently connected with the Opera, and were 
now awaiting their further advices. 

The Board had decided to form a new Company, in which the Covent 
Garden Properties Co. would retain control, to be known as * The Second 
Covent Garden Property Co., Ltd.” As favourable opportunities occurred 
properties would be acquired and preferential offers to participate in subsequent 
issues of capital would be given to the share and debenture stockholders of this 
Cc mpany.

Demand for Rubber. 


Support for rubber continues one of the most prominent features 
in commodity markets. The price of spot rubber is over 4d. per Ib. 
buyers compared with 34d. per Ib. less than a month ago. The 
recent appreciation in the quotation has been mainly due to the 
encouraging June American consumption figure of 51,326 tons, a 
new high record level for all time. This exceeded the most opti- 
mistic estimates of 50,000 tons. Dealers who had been anticipating 
a set-back in the price owing to the delay in connection with the 
Dutch restriction scheme, changed their mind when the American 
questionnaire figures were received. A large business is being con- 
ducted in the market, and some expect to see the price around 6d. 
per lb. in the comparatively near future. A big proportion of the 
support represents genuine demand from the trade. Ameaicans are 
still bidding for the commodity, while France is more interested. 
The rising price has naturally stimulated interest in the share 
market where all the popular issues are appreciating.

In three months’ time, over half-a-million houses will become 
decontrolled now that the Rent Restrictions Act has received Royal assent. 
In addition about 1,250,000 houses will become decontrolled on a change 
of tenancy. The ‘' A” class house is specially concerned, for they are 
houses with a rateable value of more than £45 in Londonand £55 in the 
Provinces. The ** B”’ class of house will remain subject to the present 
restriction laws. These concern those houses with a rateable value of 
£20 to £45 in London and £15 to £35 in the Provinces. The **C’’ class 
house will cease to be liable to decontrol in any conditions for five years. 
These are the houses of less than £20 rateable value in London and £15 in 
the Provinces. The total number of houses in Class **C”’ is about 
5,750,000, and four million of these are under control. To ensure that the 
others will not be subject to control, it will be necessary for every house. 
owner to register within three months, otherwise the house will be regarded 
as controlled. Intending tenants will be able to inspect the registersof which 
the Local Authorities will have charge. Facilities for securing the 
termination of a tenancy are increased, and these fac lit'es include a 
development of the alternative accommodation conditions. Such alterna 
tive accommodation is defined under the new Act as equivalent to a 
Council House in accommodation and rent. Where there is proof of over 
crowding, or where a landlord became the owner of a honse before 
July llth, 1931, and desires it for his own use, or for his son or daughter 
over eighteen, or for his father or mother, he may obtain possession with. 
out proof of alternative accommodation. A new obligation is placed on 
every tenant to give notice to the landlord within three months of any 
sub-letting, and he must also indicate the amount of rent charged. The 
landiord can obtain possession of a house where there is over-charging 
beyond the recoverable rent by the tenant in respect of parts sub-let.

OTHER PEOPLE'S LIVES (Wyndham's). 


I was very glad to have an opportunity of seeing Mr. A. A. 
Milne’s play again after its first, more or less private presentation. 
at the Arts Theatre Club some months ago. For one thing a play 
that holds the interest and makes felt its emotion on second view 
ing passes & severe test, and in this case quite definitely passes 
handsomely. Once again I felt that Mr. Milne was perfec tly serious 
in his theme, even though his castigation of a certain caddishness 
in the bright young things of to-day is tempered by a sense of 
humour which is vastly more profound than a mere habit in one 
whose distinguished métier has been to write with geniality for the 
national institution of British fun. It will be reealled that the 
story tells how the Waites, superior in their class asin the situation 
of their flat, in a moment of playfulness, “take up” the family in 
the flat below, a sort of lower class idyllic menage wherein Mr. 
Tilling (Lawrence Hanray) his arthritic wife (Mabel Russell). and 
their bouncing daughter (Ellis Powell), dwell in a sweet. brave happl- 
ness which neither the drudgery of father and daughter nor the 
rheumatoid disorders of the mother has been able to destroy. The 
“taking up” results in a very scurvy “ letting down.” in which the 
Waites secure the services of Mrs. Waite’'s elder brother, a fashion. 
able surgeon, who performed an operation gratis, and a jocund 
Dean, who packs the ample Miss Tilling off to the wide open spaces 
of Canada. Result—the complete crushing of sweet brave happi 
ness, poor old Tilling bowed down with sorrow, and the Waites and 
their superior young friends continuing in their fatuous aimless. 
ness to discuss so very cleverly everything and anything with just 
that kind of brilliant flippancy we have come to associate with their 

kind. Now, after paying deserved tribute to the excellence of Mr- 
Milne’s witty dialogue in the upper flat, and commending his 
imaginative creation of the Tilling trinity, it must be emphasised 
that the author puts his finger on a problem of very great signifi 
cance in his satirising of modern intelligent youth. Maurice Evans 
who plays brilliantly as young Arnold Waite, and the excellence of 
Harold Warrender’s portrayal of his friend, Stephen Bellamy. bring 
out the fact that cynical youth, although ever so much more enter. 
taining than the Victorian example of melodramatic virtuousness, isa 
very serious menace to modern society—not for what they are but for 
what they may become, with explosive suddenness. Beneath the 
assumed languor and indifference, as Mr. Evans cleverly suggested, 
there is a dynamic power and under the careless wit a goading dis 
appointment and bitterness that form a ready weapon for evil 
leadership. Really Mr. Milne criticises an age which offers no 
possibly acceptable guidance to a mass of potential force. 
rees through the humbug of its eldersand laughs at the word because 
the “ word” has ridiculed the spirit. - An empty sententious idealism 
1s a first-class advocate for such ghastly realities as selfish, ruthless 
nationalism—anything that in its primitive actuality is immune 
from the contemptous criticism which pretence and wordy unreality 
call up so easily. Youth is sick of negatives and warnings and 
refuses to have its mind, to quote Dr. Johnson, “congealed ina 
state of perpetual inactivity by the fatal influence of frigorific 
wisdom.” The heartless havoc wrought by the Waites upon the 
Tillings epitomises the age which has forsaken wings fer rubber 
cudgels. <A visit to ~ Wyndham’s” should bring this home to those 
who have eyes to see. Leonora Corbett was well cast and acted 
soundly as Mrs. Waite and Pauline Vilda cleverly portrayed the 
brainless Meg Bellamy. Mr. Hanray’s acting was masterful. He 
has an opportunity for showing how effectively he can create 
pathos without quite reaching sentimentality. Charles Carson was 
effective as the odious Dean and Louis Goodrich made 
believable Harley Street surgeon.

Rhapsody,” with its opening consisting of a travestied funeral march 
theme, which reminded me irresistibly of another daring travesty 
to be found in “ classic’ music—Berlioz’ distortion of the “ Dies 
Irae" in the Fantastic Symphony. Representing Ellington's 
lighter side, there were “It's Glory,” “Rocking in Rhythm,” 
the “ Whispering Tiger,’ and other gay and amusing welters 
of sounds. And if you personally, my reader, would not like 
to be wooed in the fashion of the “Creole Love Call,” 
after all the Chinese prefer rubbing noses to kissing! Ellington's 
music is remarkable at its best by its amazing economy of 
writing, the striking and moving effects obtained from “a com. 
mon jazz band’ combination, its fertility of invention, and the 
tremendous musical structure he is able to build on the basis 
of simple dance-time. In the exuberance of their invention 
his soloists back him up finely. There is more in Ellington's music 
than most “music lovers” like to admit, and in his capacity for 
expressing the joys and sorrows, the primitive emotions, the 
groaning and travail of the negro race he is among the most 
disturbing and hopeful musical portents of the time, 


Chayele Grober. 

In her recital at Shoreditch Town Hall on Sunday evening 
Chayele Grober added several new items to the repertoire she had 
given on previous occasions. Chiefly they were tender, melancholy 
songs, such as “ My Little Boat"; whilst “A Little Boy—A Little 
Girl’ was a gay little dance song. In“ The Blind Beggar Woman "’ 
Chayele Grober conveyed all the tragic hopelessness, yet never. 
failing expectancy of the blind. But one liked best of all the 
old sketches, which though heard and seen for the _ third 
time, were as fresh as ever. “The Dressmaker”™ was naturally 
greatly appreciated by the andience, although the fish. 
preparing performance on the eve of the Sabbath ran it a close 
second in popularity. Chayele Grober is about as versatile an artist 
as one could desire; her study of low life character is exact and 
minute in detail; she hits off the foibles of the Jewish tempera. 
ment with admirable acumen and good humour, and in that she 
exemplifies the old saying that a man who cannot laugh at himself 
lacks some of the zest of life—applicable equally to nations as to 
individuals.

IX THE SNOW. 

Perhaps my thoughts turned to him when I 
was writing last week about the Jewish clerk 
who beat the world’s skating “cracks” at the 
Olympic games. For the story of Hillel begins 
with an episode on a cold winter's day. 
Although he was descended from an aristo. 
cratic Jewish family that traced its descent 
lack to King David he was desperately poor 
when, as a youth, he went to Jerusalem from 
Habylonia in order to devote himself to study. 
tle wanted to learn from the sages of that 
time (a decade or two before the Christian era) 
named Shemaya and Abtalyon. He had no 
money to pay the entrance fee to the academy 
and so he climbed on to the roof where, 
through a skylight, he could listen to the 
discussions below. It was bitterly cold; snow 
began to fall, and Hillel was soon overcome. 
The teachers suddenly realised that the hall 
had become unusually dark. The body of the 
frozen Hillel was obscuring the light. They 
carried him down, and though it was the 
Sabbath worked to revive him, and thus saved 
the life of one who was later to become one 
of the most celebrated and saintly teachers 
of the Law. 

LEARNING RECOGNISED, 

Hillel was an apt pupil, and it was some 
ears later on retuning from a visit to Babylon 
that his scholarship received recognition. A 
thorny problem was under discussion which 
no-one could solve. Then Hillel intervened 
and propounded the right solution, quoting as 
his authorities his early teachers Shemaya 
and Abtalyon. His learning was at once 
acclaimed and he was elected head of the 
Synhedrin with the title of Nasi or prince. He 
soon gathered round him a body of disciples 
and his school was known as the House of 
Hillel in opposition to that of a contemporary 
teacher, the House of Shammai. The con- 
troversies between the two schools, acute 
though they were, are praised as being leshem 
Shamayim (for the sake of heaven). 

A SAINT. 

Hillel is famed for his patience. The story is 
told of how one man bet another that it would 
be impossible to make Hillel lose patience. So 
his opponent kept calling Hillel out of the 
public baths with fantastic questions, to all of 
which Hillel replied gently. At last, recog- 
nising the futility of pursuing the test,the man

- the lament :” Alas for the meek one! 


exclaimed: “ So vou are Hillel! May there be 
not many like you in Israel"; “Why, my son? 
Hillel asked. “ Because I have lost a wager 
through you.” “It is better that you should 
lose your wager than that I should lose my 
temper,’ the sage retorted. On another 
occasion a heathen went to Shammai and 
asked to be taught the essence of the Jewish 
law while standing on one foot. Shammai 
thought the request frivolous and drove the 
man away. He went to Hillel, who told him 
“ What is distasteful to thee do not unto thy 
fellow-man; this is the whole law; the rest 
is mere commentary.” The saying became 
famous, and was repeated substantially several 
times in the New Testament. 
SOME SAYINGS. 

There are other sayings of Hillel which have 
been preserved and which all help to illustrate 
his saintly character. He believed inthe care 
of the body as well as thesoul. “Just as the 
statues of the king set up im the theatre have 
to be kept clean,” he said, “so the body of 
man made in the image of the hing of kings 
must be kept clean.” Once when on his way 
home he heard a tumult and he expressed his 
confidence that it did not emanate from his 
own house, quoting the words of Psalm xcii: 
™ He shall not be afraid of evil tidings.’ He 
taught Jewish solidarity with the admonition: 
Separate not thyself from the congregation.” 
A rich man who had come down in the world 
Hillel provided with a horse and a servant, in 
order that he might not be put to shame. 
He urged charity of judgment, bidding his 
followers to “ Judge no man till thou art come 
unto his place.” (° Rumour is a lying jade’). 
Love peace and pursue it,” was his constant 
exhortation. When he died his fellows uttered

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Hillel. 
By AUNTIE. 


rr O someone who once asked me 

whether I was not afraid of repeat- 

ing myself in my Chats I replied: 

“ My readers are always repeating 
themselves.” And it is true. Every year I 
can count at least a thousand new readers and 
I have the names and addresses of about 
three-fifths of that number. So I need never 
apologise for reverting to subjects that I have 
previously dealt with in my Chats. I say this 
especially because I want to write this week 
about Hillel, to whom I have often before 
referred. 


IN THE SNOW. 

Perhaps my thoughts turned to him when I 
was writing last week about the Jewish clerk 
who beat the world’s skating “ cracks" at the 
Olympic games. For the story of Hille! begins 
with an episode on a cold winter's day. 
Although he was descended from an aristo- 
cratic Jewish family: that traced its descent 
tack to King David he was desperately poor 
when, as a youth, he went to Jerusalem from 
Babylonia in order to devote himself to study. 
He wanted to learn from the sages of that 
time (a decade or two before the Christian era) 
named Shemaya and Abtalyon. He had no 
money to pay the entrance fee to the academy 
and so he climbed on to the roof where, 
through a skylight, he could listen to the 
discussions below. It was bitterly cold; snow 
began to fall, and Hillel was soon overcome. 
The teachers suddenly realised that the hall 
had become unusually dark. The body of the 
frozen Hillel was obscuring the light. They 
carried him down, and though it was the 
Sabbath worked to revive him, and thus saved 
the life of one who was later to become one 
of the most celebrated and saintly teachers 
of the Law. 

LEARNING RECOGNISED. 

Hillel was an apt pupil, and it was some 
years later on retuning from a visit to Babylon 
that his scholarship received recognition. A 
thorny problem was under discussion which 
no-one could solve. Then Hillel intervened 
and propounded the right solution, quoting as 
his authorities his early teachers Shemaya 
and Abtalyon. His learning was at once 
acclaimed and he was elected head of the 
Synhedrin with the title of Nasi or prince. He 
soon gathered round him a body of disciples 
and his school was known as the House of 
Hillel in opposition to that of a contemporary 
teacher, the House of Shammai. The con- 
troversies between the two schools, acute 
though they were, are praised as being leshem 
Shamayim (for the sake of heaven). 

A SAINT. 

Hillel is famed for his patience. The story is 
told of how one man bet another that it would 
be impossible to make Hillel lose patience. So 
his opponent kept calling Hillel out of the 
public baths with fantastic questions, to all of 
which Hillel replied gently. At last, recog- 
nising the futility of pursuing the test, the man 
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exclaimed: “So you are Hillel! May there be 
not many like you in Israel"; “Why, my son?” 
Hillel asked. “Because I have lost a wager 
through you.” “It is better that you should 
lose your wager than that I should lose my 
temper,’ the sage retorted. On another 
occasion a heathen went to Shammai and 
asked to be taught the essence of the Jewish 
law while standing on one foot. Shammai 
thought the request frivolous and drove the 
man away. He went to Hillel, who told him 
“ What is distasteful to thee do not unto thy 
fellow-man; this is the whole law; the rest 
is mere commentary.” The saving became 
famous, and was repeated substantially several 
times in the New Téstament. 
SOME SAYINGS. 

There are other sayings of Hillel which have 
been preserved and which all help to illustrate 
his saintly character. He believed in the care 
of the body as well as thesoul. ~ Just as the 
statues of the king set up m the theatre have 
to be kept clean,” he said, “so the body of 
man made in the image of the hing of kings 
must be kept clean.” Once when on his way 
home he heard a tumult and he expressed his 
confidence that it did not emanate from his 
own house, quoting the words of Psalm xcii: 
“ He shall not be afraid of evil tidings.’ He 
taught Jewish solidarity with the admonition: 
Separate not thyself from the congregation.” 
A rich man who had come down in the world 
Hillel provided with a horse and a servant, in 
order that he might not be put to shame. 
He urged charity of judgment, bidding his 
followers to “ Judge no man till thou art come 
unto his place.” (° Rumour is a lying jade”). 
* Love peace and pursue it,” was his constant 
exhortation. When he died his fellows uttered 
the lament: Alasforthe meek one! Alas for 
the saint! Alas for the disciple of Ezra!"
